Some  sixty  years  ago,  when  only  fifty 
summers  and  winters  bad  passed  over 
my  liead,  I  was  going  home  to  dmner

lx)y — a  mere  cni Id;  and  there  he  stood 
trembling  like  a  leaf,  and  almost  white 
with  terror  as  he  momentarily  expected 
the  scourge  to  descend  upon  his  head 
and  shoulders.

The  little  negro,  taking  advantage  of 
tnis  diversion  in  his  favor,  glided  through 
the  crowd,  and  putting  all  his  legs  to  tne 
ground,  got  ofi"  clear. 

The  l>low  which  I  received  from  the 
cartmau's  rattan  was  no  great  thing,  but 
the  insult  was  something,  and  as  1  look- 
ed up  at  him  resentfully,  he  said : 

'I  don't  care  for  your  father— I  don't 
care  who  jour  father  is." 

Ot  course  not;  what  should  he  care  for 
lathers,  motliers,  uncles  or  aunts?  Was 
he  not  the  lavorite  cartman  ot  the  weal- 
thy hwuse  of  M.  &  C?  Had  he  not  a  good, 
rouud  salary  and  a  permanent  situation? 
Thus  established  for  life,  could  he  not  af- 
ford to  be  perfectly  independent  of  every 
one  except  his  wealthy  employers? 

Three  years  trom  that  time  1  went  my 
first  voyage  to  sea.  On  my  return  home, 
at  the  end  of  three  years  and  four  months, 
among  the  first  news  that  I  heard  wad 
that  the  big  caitmau  called  Dobbins  had 
hung  himself. 

"How  is  that?''  I  asked. 

**Why  you  see,''  was  the  reply,  "he  had 
lung  been  in  the  service  of  M.&C,  and 
when  they  failed  noUody  else  cared  to  em- 
ploy him.  '1  he  consequence  was  that  he 
became  miserably  poor,  and,  finally,  he 
has  hung  himself  iu  dispair." 

That  was  sad  news,  and  as  it  was  a  dis- 
agreeable subject  of  contemplation^  ban- 
ished it  from  my  memory  in  the  belief 
that  the  fate  of  Big  Dobbins  would  soon 
be  forgotten.     I  was  mistaken.

ship  B.,  which  lay  in  the  harbor.  After 
writing  my  name,and  holding  a  brief  con- 
ference with  tbe  first  lieutenant,  I  was 
passing  alung  the  gun-deck,  when  an  ob- 
ject that  met  my  view  caused  me  to  start. 
Was  I  drcammg?  There  stood  before  me 
a  gigantic  seaman,  with  a  colt  m  hi.s 
hand,  with  the  form  and  features  of  Big 
Dobbins.  It  not  only  seemed  to  be  the 
man  himself,  but  he  also  fixed  an  evil  eye 
on  my  countenance,  as  if  he  recognized 
me.

and  he  looked  at  me  as  though  he   knew 


half-a  dozen  midshipmen  came  rimning 
to  the  rescue,  while  the  two  assailants 
darted  up  the  ladder  to  the  gun-deck ; 
but  they  were  not  quick  enough  to  es- 
cape recognition  by  the  foremost  mid- 
shipmen. Their  names  were  immediate- 
ly called  by  a  boatswain's  mate,  the  ruf- 
fles were  placed  on  their  wnsts,  and  they 
were  consigned  to  the  brig  to  await  trial 
by  a  court  martial.

Although  France  is  full  of  advocates  for 
the  abolition  of  capital  punishment,   they 
will  not  derive  much  support  for  their  argu- 
ments from  the  history  of  pubfic  executions 
during  the  present  century  in  Paris.     The 
number  of  criminals  brought  to  the  scaffold 
has  never  been  anything  hke  large,  says  the 
London  Globe,  and  it  has  manifested  in  late 
years,    notwith-standing     the    extraordinary 
prevalence  of  atrocious  murders,  a  tendency 
to  decrease  still  further.    The  statistics  show 
that  in  the  seventy-nine  years  there   have 
been  only  two  hundreil  and  sixty-three  exe- 
cutions,  so  that  a  Parisian   who  had  con- 
stantly assisted  at  each  such  scene  since  the 
first  of  January,  1801,  would  on  an  average 
have  seen  the  guillotine  in  operation  rather 
more  than  three  times  in   every  year.     The 
beginning    of  the  century  was,    however, 
considerably  more  fertile  in  capital  ptmish- 
ments  than  the  latter  part,   and  it  appears 
that  in  the  first  fifteen  years  there  were  sev- 
enty-one executions,    giving  an  average  of 
nearly  five  each  year.     The  least  sanguinary 
period  was  the  twenty  years  from  ISCO  to 
1 88<),  when  the  yearly  return  was  2.  (Hi,  and  the 
next  iu  order  is  the  period  from  1830  to  1860, 
when  it  amounted  to  2.75.     A  cmious  fea- 
turein  this  dismal  record  is  the  extreme 
rarity  of  cases  in  which  more  than  one  of- 
fender has  been  put  to  death  at  the  same 
time  and  for  the  same  crime.     Such  execu- 
tions have  occurred,  in   fact,   at  Paris  only 
about  four  times  within  the  century.     The 
first  occasion  was  in  1804,  when  the  fiuuous 
Ghouan  conspirator,  Georges  CadOudal,  who 
was  absurdly  supposed  to  have  been  bribed 
by  William  Pitt,  was  guillotmed  with  eleven 
companions  in  the  Place  de  Greve.     A  year 
later  three  coiners  of  false  money  were  exe- 
cuted together,  and  then  there  was  no  dou- 
ble execution  until  the  year  1822,  when  four 
men  generally  known  in  the  annals  of  crime 
as  the  "  Sergents  de  la  Rochelle"  ascended 
the  scaffold  together.     The  last  spectacle  of 
the  kind  was  afforded  m  1836,  when  Fieschi, 
the  inventor  of  the  '•  infernal  machine,"  at- 
tempted the  assassination  of  Louis  Phillippe, 
and  having  killed  seven  persons  in  his  abor- 
tive endeavor,  was  put  to  death  by  decapL 
tation  with  his  two  accompUces,   Pepin  and 
Morey.     The  executions  of  women  have  de- 
creased  also  in  a  notable  maimer.     Six  fe- 
male murderesses  were  guillotined  under  the 
First  Empire,  three  during  the  Bestoration, 
and   only  one  in  the  period  of  forty-five 
years  that  have  just  elapsed. 


M.  Chervin,  who  has  founded  several  in- 
stitutions for  the  cure  of  stammering  in  Euro- 
pean cities,  and  especially  Paris,  has  published 
lately  some  curious  statistics  of  this  infirmity, 
and  the  conditions  of  its  increase.     Paris  has 
only    six    stammering    recruits  in    10,000, 
whereas  the  Bouches  du  Khone  has  more 
than  153.     The  ordinary  frequency,    how- 
ever, is  about  five  in  1,000  ;  at  least  at  the 
recruiting  age  (for  it  seems  to  vary  with  the 
age).     M.   Chervin  finds    stammering   fre- 
quent   in   Piedmont.      He   attributes    this 
greater  frequency  in  part  to  the  extreme  ani- 
mation of  speech  of  the   Southemers,  ac- 
companied by  gestures,    demonstrations  and 
expressive  mimicry,  which  some  ptish  even 
to   grimace.     The  words— like  a  crowd  is- 
suing from  a  theatre — come  out  in  a  jerking, 
irregular  way,  and  impatience  adds  to  the 
embarrassment.       The    common    cause    of 
stammering  generaUy  M.  Chervin  considers 
to  be  some  sudden  fright  iu  childhood.     A 
fire,  a  boat  accident  or  the  hke   will  make  a 
child  a  stammerer  suddenly.     The  evil  may, 
however,    come  gradually,    and  sometimes 
from  invofamtarily  imitation  of  stammerin<^ 
in  another.     It  is  curious  that  men  are  much 
more  subject  to  stammering  than  women. 
Country    parts    contain    twice  or  thrice  as 
many  stammerers  as  towns,   according    to 
recruiting  data.     With  this  may,    perhaps, 
be  connected  the  other  fact  brought  to  Ught 
by   M.    Chervin,    and  which  is  easily   ex- 
plained, viz.:  that  countries  containing  most 
schools  have  fewest  stammerers.     By  learn- 
ing ta  know   their  tongue,    to  distinguish, 
read  and   write  the  diil'erent  words,    chil- 
dren must  come  to  apprehend  and  articulate 
these  more  distinctly  and  avoid  stammering. 
In  savage  countries,  where  grammar  is  an 
art  whoUy  unknown,    travelers   have   often 
been  struck  with  the  nmnber  of  stammerers 
M.  Petitot  mentions  a  tribe  in  Ntjrih   .Vuier- 
ica — the  LitchaurejB^-of  which  all  the  mem- 
bers stammered  more  or  less.

The  Enii)eror  of  China  is  just  now  in  a 
serious  dilliculty.

forest,  the  houses  surromided  with  oUve, 
orange,  iwmegrauate.  and  mj-rtle  trees  scaU 
tered  on  either  side  of  the  steep  hills  and 
extending  for  two  miles  along  the  vaUey, 
with  here  and  there  a  minaret,  and  then  a 
Christian  church— I  felt  a  shudder  at  the 
thought  that,  notwithstanding  this  peaceful 
scene,  each  house  probably  contamed  a  mur- 
derer. With  aU  this,  the  Albanians  have  a 
certain  sense  of  chivahy.  They  assured  me 
that  a  stranger  might  travel  with  perfect 
safety  from  end  to  end  of  Albania  with  a 
sack  fuU  of  gold,  provided  he  was  accom- 
panied by  any  female  companion ;  and  I 
have  heard  this  confirmed  from  other  parts 
of  the  country.  An  English  lady  of  my  ac- 
quaintance was  traveling  to  join  her  hus- 
band in  Northern  Albania  She  was  ac- 
oomimnied  by  oidy  two  zapteeAg,  or  poUce- 
men.  She  had  stopped  in  the  middle  of  the 
day  to  rest  under  a  tree,  when  a  fiue-lookiug 
man,  armed  to  the  teeth,  suddenly  appeared 
and  entered  into  conversation.  He  was 
shortly  joined  by  many  othgrs,  and  she 
found  that  she  was  iu  the  hands  of  a  large 
band  of  brigands;  but  they  showed  her 
every  courtesy,  and  conducted  her  safely  on 
her  way.

kg  improved  system  of  constructing  and 
driving  piles,  lately  introduced  in  London, 
seems  to  have  proved  quite  successfuL  Ac- 
cording to  the  Engineer,  these  piles,  which 
are  tubular,  can  be  made  of  either  cast  or 
wrought  iron,  and  the  thickness  of  the  metal 
can  be  projwrtioned  to  suit  the  varying  cir- 
cumstances of  construction  ;  the  lower  end 
of  the  pile  is  made  soUd  and  pointed,  is  gen- 
erally of  wrought  iron  and  steel  tipped  ;  the 
piles  are  also  formed  in  sections,  screwed 
together  by  strong  steel  sockets  or  joint 
covers,  which  are  barrel  shaped  on  the  out- 
:4ide  in  order  to  diminish  friction  when  be- 
ing driven.  Instead  of  blows  being  deliv- 
ered on  the  head  of  the  pile,  the  driving 
force  is  expended  just  where  it  is  needed, 
namely,  at  the  i>oint.  and  this  result  is  at- 
tained by  using  an  elongated  cylindrical 
driving  weight,  which  travels  easily  inside 
the  tube  ;  the  weight  is  raised  by  means  of 
rope  or  rods,  and  is  allowed  to  fall  on  the 
fiat  head  of  the  sohd  point,  the  pile  thus 
forming  its  own  guide  for  the  driving 
weight.  The  effect  of  eacth  blow  is  to  drag 
rather  than  drive  the  pile  down  ;  the  point 
is  swelled,  and  of  sufficient  diameter  to  ef- 
fect a  clearance  for  the  joint  covers,  which 
luive  to  follow  it  dowu,  the  whole  operation 

being  one  of  entire  sim])licity. 

The  discovery  was  made,  some  time  ago, 
that  crade  ammonia  water — or  gas  liquor, 
as  it  is  called— acts  with  great  promptness  in 
extiiiguishiug  fire  in  a  tar  distillery.  It  is 
now  recommended,  as  utilizing  the  import- 
ant fact  in  question,  that  owners  of  cotton 
mills  and  of  tar  works,  varnish  factories, 
&c.,  should  have  on  their  premises  a  stock 
of  about  1,<XK)  gallons  of  this  gas  Uquor 
stored  in  a  tank  or  old  boiler,  nMninted  upon 
brickwork,  and  at  such  au  altitude  as  to  give 
pressure  enough  for  a  good  jet  service  in 
case  of  fire.  The  readiness — it  is  urged — 
with  which  a  jet  of  this  liquor,  thrown  into 
a  burning  room,  would  act,  the  space  being 
so  enclosed,  when  the  action  ia  so  powerful 
iu  a  comparatively  open  space,  and  with  such 
a    refractory   substance    as  burning   pitch.

must  be  obvious.  It  is  assumed,  too,  that 
the  extinguishing  power  of  the  liquor  would 
be  increasedly  called  forth  by  a  more  in- 
tensely hot  fire — for,  in  this  case,  iu  all 
probabihty,  the  ammonia  would  be  decom- 
])osed,  and  the  generated  hydrogen  and  ni- 
trogen gases  would  help  to  swell  the  volume 
of  uou-supportiug  gas,  displacing  the  air, 
and  so  choking  out  the  combustion. 

In  enumerating  the  dangers  to  which 
ocean  cables  are  hable.  Dr.  Preece  says  that 
the  chief  cause  of  accidents,  next  to  that  of 
anchors,  is  due  to  the  abra.sion  of  th^  cables 
on  rooky  bottoms.  The  bottom  of  the  sea 
is  frequently  of  an  uudulatory  nature,  and 
the  cable  remains  suspended  from  point  to 
point,  and  at  such  i>oints  the  wire  becomes 
chafed  and  wom  away,  and  speedily  decays; 
sometimes  the  cables  rest  on  corrosive 
stones,  copper  ores  and  ironstones,  when 
corrosion  sets  in  and  causes  the  cable  to 
speedily  fail ;  volcanic  action  sometimes 
damages  cables,  as  also  rock  slips ;  icebergs, 
too,  freciuently  .carry  large  pieces  of  rock, 
which  fall  to  the  bottom  when  the  iceberg 
thaws,  and  in  their  descent  are  liable  to  fall 
across  a  cable  ;  finally,  and  in  addition  to 
Ughtning,  earth  currents,  Ac.,  there  are  also 
faults  due  to  imperfect  joints,  which  are  ow- 
ing to  accidents  of  one  kind  or  another,  that 
pa.ss  inspection  during  the  process  of 
manufacture,  but  which  slowly  develop 
themselves    after    submersion    or  lapse    of 

time. 

Thb  *fition  of  sewer  gas  on  lead  and  zmc 

has  been  made  a  matter  of  close  investiga- 
tion by  chemists,  the  general  conclusion  be- 
ing that,  though  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine, otherwise  than  by  experience  and  ob- 
servation, how  long  an  ordinary  lead  soil 
pipe  or  trap  will  resist  the  action  of  sewer 
gas  before  perforation  takes  place,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  a  thick  one  will  do  so  much  longer 
than  a  thin  one,  and  it  is  equally  true  that 
one  efficiently  ventilated  will  serve  nearly 
double  the  time  of  one  continuotisly  air- 
bound.  Again,  an  examination  of  the  ac- 
tion of  sewer  gas  upon  zinc  rhoues  on  the 
eaves  of  buildings  where  it  was  striking  on 
the  under  part,  has  shown  that,  in  the 
course  of  a  couple  of  years  or  so,  consider- 
ably large  holes  had  been  eaten  completely 
through,  proving  that  such  material  cannot 
long  withstand  the  effect  of  the  gas.  Lead 
is,  of  course,  more  durable  than  zinc,  but 
the  difference  is  only  a  question  of  degree, 
the  inevitable  difficvUty  presenting  itself  with 
the  lapse  of  time. 

The  refuse  of  oats,  it  is  found,   may   be 
advantageously  used  as    material   for  paper 
manufacture,  the  object   being   effected  by 
first  immersing  the  oat   husks   in  water  in  a 
tank,  so  as  to  float  off  all  foreign  seeds,  &c., 
which  would  materially  deteriorate  the  qual- 
ity of  the  paper.     The  oat   husks  are  then 
allowed  to  settle,  and  the  surface  scum   and 
floating  seeds  are  drawu  off  by  an  overflow 
pipe  at  the  top  of  the  tank,  or  otherwise  re- 
moved  ;  after  which  the  water  is  completely 
drained  from  the  husks  by  a  waste- water 
pipe  at  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  and  beneath 
a  perforated  false  bottom,    or  fitted  with  a 
Btrainer  which  retains  the  oat   husks.     The 
latter  may  be  left  to  steep  in  the  water  for 
from  five  to  ten  hours  after  or  during   the 
removal  of  the  scum,    as  this  steeping,  by 
softening  them  and  helping  to  loosen  the 
silica  from  the  fibre,    facihtates  the   subse- 
quent boihng  process. 

The  Pdernbourgtikia,  Viedommti  insists 
that  the  popular  estimate  of  the  population 
of  Russia  is  very  far  behind  the  times. 
The  grand  total  of  the  population  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1879,  it  places  at 
J>7,000,000,  which  figures,  it  predicts,  will  in 
two  years  be  increased  to  100,000,000, 
Whether  allowance  is  made  in  this  estimate 
for  losses  by  the  receui  war  or  by  pestilence 
we  are  not  informed. 

Farmers  are  the  worst  poachers.  They 
allow  their  boys  to  set  snares  all  over  their 
fields,  and  an  incredible  number  of  birds 
are  destroyed  yearly  in  this  way.  Some 
equitable  arrangement  should  be  made,  by 
which  they  may  be  taught  that  game  on 
their  farms  will  produce  more  dollars  from 
the  sportsman  than  can  be  derived  from 
snaring.

Many  a  life  has  been  saved  by  the  moral 
courage  of  •  sufferer.  It  is  not  alone  in 
bearing  the  pain  of  operations  or  the  misery 
of  confinement  in  a  sick-room  this  self-help 
becomes  of  vital  moment,  but  in  the  monot- 
onous tracking  of  a  weary  path,*  and  the 
vigoi-ous  discharge  of  ordinax-y  duty. 

How  many  a  victim  of  incurable  disease 
has  Uved  on  through  years  of  suffering,  pa- 
tienUy  and  resolutely  hoping  against  hope, 
or,  what  is  better,  living  dowu  despair  until 
the  virulence  of  a  threatening  malady  has 
died  out,  and  it  has  ceased  to  be  destructive, 
although  its  physical  characteristics  remam- 
ed  ?  This  power  of  good  spirits  is  a  matter 
of  high  moment  to  the  sick  and  weakly. 

To  the  former  it  may  mean  the  abihty  to 
survive,  to  the  latter  the  possibility  of  out- 
Uviug,  or  Uving  in  spite  of  a  disease.  It  is, 
therefore,  of  the  greatest  unportance  to  cul- 
tivate the  highest  and  most  buoyant  frame 
of  mind  which  the  condition  will  admit 
The  same  energy  which  takes  the  form  of 
mental  activity  is  vital  to  the  work  of  the 
organism.  Mental  influences  affect  the  sys- 
tem, and  a  joyous  spirit  uot  only  reUeves 
pain,  but  increases  the  momentum  of  life  in 
the  body. 

The  victims  of  disease  do  not  commonly 
sufficiently  appreciate  the  value  and  use  of 
"  good  spirits."  They  too  often  settie  down 
m  despair  when  a  professional  judgmeut  de- 
termines the  existence  of  some  latent  or 
chronic  malady.  The  fact  that  it  is  probable 
they  will  die  of  a  particular  disease  casts  so 
deep  a  gloom  over  their  prospect  that 
through  fear  of  death  they  are  all  their  life- 
time subject  to  bondage. 

The  multitude  of  healthy  persons  who 
wear  out  their  strength  in  exhausting  jour- 
neys and  perpetual  anxieties  for  health  is 
very  great,  and  the  poUcy  ia  which  they  in- 
dulge is  exceedingly  short-sighted.  Most  of 
the  sorrowful  and  wretched  cripples  who 
drag  out  miserable  lives  in  this  way  would 
be  le.ss  wretched,  and  Uve  longer,  if  they 
were  more  hoiieful.  It  is  useless  to  expect 
that  any  one  can  be  reasoned  into  a  hghter 
fmnic  of  mind,  but  it  it  desirable  that  all 
should  be  taught  to  understand  the  sustain- 
ing, and  often  even  curative  power  of  "good 
spirits." — Ijonduu  iMHCtt. 


AFKIf'AN  SAI.UTATION.S. 


During    his  exploration  of  Tibesti,    Dr, 
Nachtigel  experienced  many  dangers  and  dif- 
ficulties, losing  his  way,  and  suffering  from 
want  of  water  and  forced  night  marches.    A 
very  interesting  account  is  given  of  the  cere- 
monials observed  by  the   Tubu  people  in 
greeting    one   another.     A    most  elaborate 
performance    is    goue    through    when  two 
strangers  meet  in  this  wild  country.     Each 
of  the  performers  covers  all  his  face  but  his 
eyes  writh  his  turban,   seizes  his  spear  and 
throwiug-irou,    (a  curious,    boomemug-like 
weapon  with  a  long  projecting  prong  ou  the 
concave  margin,)  and  thus  prepared,  the  two 
approach  one  another.     At  a  distance   of 
about  six  steps  from  one  another,  they  squat 
on  their   heels   with   spear  upright   in   one 
hand  and  iron  in  the  other.     The   one  then 
asks,  "How  do  you  do?"   about  a  dozen 
times  by  means  of  four  different  words  hav- 
ing that  meaning  used  alternately,  the  reply 
bemg  varied  of  the  use  of  the  words  Laha, 
or  Killala,     Then  one   of    the  two  loudly 
sings  the  word  "  ihilla,"  which  is  returned 
by  the  other  in  a  similar  tone.     The  word  is 
exchanged  agam    and    again,    being  com- 
menced hi  a  loud  pitched  notes  and  gradual- 
ly  ran  down  the  scale  until  it  reaches  a  low 
bass  umrmur.     When  it  has  become  so   low 
as  scarcely  to  be  heard,    on  a  sudden  it  is 
shouted  again  in  high  key  and  the  gamut  is 
ran  through  as  before.     This  goes  on  for  a 
very    long     while,    the    performers    going 
through  it  as  a  strict  matter  of  ceremony, 
and  taking  no  interest  in  one  another  all  the 
while,  but  looking  rotind  at  the  horizon  or 
elsewhere    during    their     vocal     exertions. 
After  a  while  various  forms  of  the  question 
'•  How  are  you  ?  "  and  the  answer  "  Well," 
are  introduced ;  at  last  questions  or  other 
toi)ics  are  brought  forward,    although  now 
and  again  the   "ihilla"   bursts  out  in  the 
midst  of  them,  but  the  series  of  notes  m 
which   it  is  shouted  becomes  shorter  and 
shorter.     At  last  the  ihilla  is  got  rid  of  alto- 
gether, and  ordinary  conversation  becomes 
possible.     Strangers  do    not    shake  hands, 
but  ac(iuaiutauces  do.     The  covering  of  the 
face  when  greeting  or  meeting  strangers  is 
considered  as  a  most  imi)ortant  matter  of 
etiquette. — Nat  u  re.

1.  From  your  ohildren's  eai'liest  infancy 
iuctilcate  the  uecessi^  of  instant  obedi- 
ence. 

2.  Unite  firmness  with  gentleness.  Let 
your  children  understand  thi^t  yon  mean 
what  you  say. 

3.  Never  promise  them  an}thing  unless 
you  are  quite  sure  yon  can  give  what  you 
say. 

4.  If  you  tell  a  child  to  do  something, 
show  him  how  to  do  it,  and  see  that  it  is 
done. 

5.  Always  punish  your  child  for  willfnlly 
disobeying  you,  but  never  punish  in  anger, 

(j.  Never  let  them  perceive  that  they  vex 
you  or  make  you  lose  your  sell-command. 

7.  If  they  give  way  to  petulance  or  iS 
temper,  wait  till  they  are  calm,  and  then 
geaUy  re&son  vrith  them  on  the  impropriety 
of  their  conduct. 

8.  Remember  that  a  Uttle  present  punish- 
ment, when  the  occasion  arises,  is  much 
more  effectual  thau  the  thriiatening  of  a 
greater  punishment  should  the  fault  be  re. 
newed. 

!>.  Never  give  your  children  anything  be- 
cause  they  cry  for  it. 

10.  On  no  account  allow  thiem  to  do  at 
one  time  what  you  have  forbidden,  under 
the  same  circumstances,  at  another. 

11.  Teach  them  that  the  only  sure  and 
easy  way  to  appear  good  is  to  be  good. 

VI.  Accustom  them  to  make  their  httle  re- 
citals with  perfect  truth.

An    incident,     curiously     illustrative     of 
French  criminal  procedure,  occurred  at  the 
Assizes  in  the  Department  of  the   Oise  re- 
cently.    A  blacksmith  named  Clabaut  was 
being  tried  for  the  murder  of  a  prietrt, ;  there 
was  no  doubt  that  he  had  committed  the 
crime,  but  the   medical  evidence  as  to  his 
sanity  was  very  conflicting.     In  accordance 
with  the  French  practice,  the  Procureur  of 
the  Republic  rose,    after  the  witnesses  had 
all  been  examined,  to  reply  on  the  whole 
case ;  but  instead  of  pressing  for  a  convic- 
tion, he  told  the  jury  that  he  felt  convinced 
that  the  prisoner  was  not  responsible  for  his 
actions,  and  called  upon  them  to  acquit  him. 
He  went  on  to  say  that  though  it  was  a  gen- 
erally accepted  theory  that  the  public  prose- 
cutor should  endeavor  to  obtain  a  convic- 
tion, however  assured  he  should  feel  of  the 
prisoner's  innocence,  he  could  uot  reconcile 
it  to  his  conscience  to  do  so,  and  added  that 
he  would  rather  throw  off  his  ministerial 
gown  than  outrage   what  he   beUeved  to  be 
be  truth.     The  counsel  for  the  defense  hav- 
ing followed  in  the  same  sense,  the  presiding 
judge  proceeded  to  sum  up ;  but  instead  of 
placing  the  two  sides  of  the  case  before  the 
jury,  he  declared  that,    "though  the  Pro- 
cureur of  the  Republic  had  deserted  his  post, 
society  should  not  be  left  defenceless,"   and 
he  thereupon  proceeded  to  bring  out  all  the 
points    which    told    against    the    prisoner, 
dwelling  upon  his  bad  antecedents,  and  seek- 
ing to  discredit  the  evidence  of  the  doctors 
who  had  pronounced  him  insane.     He  even 
went  so  far  as  to  depict  to  the  jury  the  in- 
jury which  the  prisoner,  if  acquitted   on  the 
score  of  insanity  might  inflict  in  the  asylum 
to  which  he  would  be  relegated  ;  and  finally 
adjured  them  not  to  forget  "the  God  of  ex- 
piation and  of  justice."     The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  guilty  vrith  extenuating  drcum- 
stances,  and  Clabaut  was  sentenced  to  penal 

servitude  for  life.

Dominicas  Wagner,  <>f  Wacunia,  father  of 
Moritz  VVugiior,  Mrs.'Wni.  tiruff,  and  Mrs 
W.  E..  Patterson,  died  at  Wuconia,  oir 
Wednesday,  Juno  23,  1880,  and  was  bur- 
ied on  the  25,  inst. 

Mr.  Wagner  was  an  old  settler  of  Wa- 
coma, having  settled  in  that  town  in  1857 
and  was  68  years  old  at  the  lime  of  his 
death.

Some  of  the  crew  whispered 
their  suspicion  that  he  had  been  gagged 
during  the  night  anp  thrown  overboard. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  very  strange  that  the 
sentinel  on  duty  at  the  gangway  never 
perceived  his  plunge  into  the  wathr.  Per. 
haps  he  did,  perceive  it,  and  kept  his  own 
council,  for  Big  Dobbins  had  no  friends 
on  fjoard  that  frigate.

Although  France  is  full  of  advocates  for 
the  aboUtion  of  capital  punishment,  they 
will  not  derive  much  support  for  their  argu- 
ments from  the  history  of  public  executions 
during  the  present  century  in  Paris.  The 
nnmber  of  criminals  brought  to  the  scaffold 
has  never  been  anything  like  large,  says  the 
Loudon  Globe,  and  it  has  manifested  in  late 
years,  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary 
prevalence  of  atrocious  murders,  a  tendency 
to  decrease  still  farther.  The  statistics  show 
that  in  the  seventy-nine  years  there  have 
been  only  two  hundred  and  sixty-three  exe- 
cutions, so  that  a  Parisian  who  had  con- 
stantly assisted  at  each  such  scene  since  the 
first  of  January,  1801,  would  on  an  average 
have  seen  the  guillotine  in  operftion  rather 
more  than  three  times  in  every  year.  The 
beginning  of  the  century  was,  however, 
considerably  more  fertile  in  capital  ponish- 
meuts  than  the  latter  part,  and  it  appears 
that  in  the  first  fifteen  years  there  were  sev- 
enty-one executions,  giving  an  average  of 
nearly  five  each  year.  The  least  sanguinary 
period  was  the  twenty  years  from  18«()  to 
1880,  when  the  yearly  return  was  2.0G,and  the 
next  in  order  is  the  period  from  1830  to  1860, 
when  it  amounted  to  2.75.  A  curious  fea- 
ture in  this  dismal  record  is  the  extreme 
rarity  of  cases  in  which  more  than  one  of- 
fender has  been  put  to  death  at  the  same 
time  and  for  the  same  crime.  Such  execu- 
tions have  occurred,  in  fact,  at  Paris  only 
about  four  times  within  the  century.  The 
first  occasion  was  in  1804,  when  the  famous 
Chonan  conspirator,  Georges  Cadoudal,  who 
•was  abgurdly  supposed  to  have  been  bribed 
by  William  Pitt,  was  guillotined  with  eleven 
companions  in  the  Place  de  Greve.  A  year 
later  three  coiners  of  fidse  money  were  exe- 
cuted together,  and  then  there  was  no  dou- 
ble execntion  until  the  year  1822,  when  four 
men  generally  known  in  the  annals  of  crime 
as  the  "Sergents  de  la  Rochelle"  ascended 
the  scaffold  together.  The  last  spectacle  of 
the  kind  was  afforded  in  1836,  when  Fieschi, 
the  inventor  of  the  "  infernal  machine,"  at- 
tempted the  assassination  of  Louis  Phillippe, 
and  having  killed  seven  persons  in  liis  abor- 
tive endeavor,  was  put  to  death  by  decapi. 
tation  with  his  two  accomphces,  Pepin  and 
Morey.  The  executions  of  women  have  de- 
creased also  in  a  notable  manner.  Six  fe- 
male mmrderesses  were  guillotined  under  the 
First  ilmpire,  three  during  the  Bestoration, 
and  only  one  in  the  period  of  forty-five 
year*  that  have  just  elapsed.

M.  Ohervin,  who  has  founded  several  in- 
stitutions for  the  cure  of  stammering  in  Euro- 
pean citieH,and  especially  Paris,  has  published 
^atoly  some  curious  statistics  of  this  infirmity, 
and  the  conditions  of  its  increase.  Paris  has 
only  six  stammering  recruits  in  10,000, 
whereas  the  Benches  da  Rhone  has  more 
than  153.  The  ordinary  frequency,  how- 
ever, is  about  five  in  1,000 ;  at  least  at  the 
recruiting  age  (for  it  seems  to  vary  with  the 
age).  M.  Chervin  finds  stammering  fre- 
quent in  Piedmont.  He  attributes  this 
greater  frequency  in  part  to  the  extreme  ani- 
mation of  speech  of  the  Southerners,  ac- 
companied by  gestures,  demonstrations  and 
expressive  mimicry,  which  some  push  even 
to  grimace.  The  words — like  a  crowd  is- 
suing from  a  theatre — come  out  in  a  jerking, 
irregular  way,  and  impatience  adds  to  the 
embarrassment.  The  common  cause  of 
stammering  generally  M.  Chervin  considers 
to  be  some  sudden  fright  in  childhood.  A 
fire,  a  boat  accident  or  the  like  will  make  a 
child  a  stammerer  suddenly.  The  evil  may, 
however,  come  gradually,  and  sometimes 
from  involuntarily  imitation  of  stammering 
in  another.  It  is  curious  that  men  are  much 
more  subject  to  stammering  than  women. 
Cotmtry  parts  contain  twice  or  thrice  as 
many  stammerers  as  towns,  according  to 
recruiting  data.  With  this  may,  perhaps, 
be  coimected  the  other  fact  brought  to  hght 
by  M.  Chervin,  and  which  is  easily  ex- 
plained, -viz.:  that  countries  containing  most 
schools  have  fewest  stammerers.  By  learn- 
ing to  know  their  tongue,  to  distinguish, 
read  and  write  the  different  words,  chil- 
dren must  come  to  apprehend  and  articulate 
these  more  distinctly  and  avoid  stammering. 
In  savage  countries,  where  grammar  is  an 
art  wholly  unknown,  travelers  have  often 
been  struck  with  the  number  of  stammerers 
M.  Petitot  mentions  a  tribe  in  North  Amer- 
ica— the  LitchauresB — of  which  all  the  mem- 
bers stammered  more  or  less.

orange,  pomegranate,  and  myrtle  trees  scat- 
tered on  either  side   of  the  steep  hiUs  and 
extending  for  two   miles  along  the  valley, 
with  here  and  there  a  minaret,    and  then  a 
Christian  church— I  felt  a  shudder  at  the 
thought  that,  notwithstanding  this  peaceful 
scene,  each  house  probably  contained  a  mur- 
derer.    With  all  this,  the  Albanians  have  a 
certain  sense  of  chivalry.     They  assured  me 
that  a  stranger  might  travel  with  perfect 
safety  from  end  to   end  of  Albania  with  a 
sack  full  of  gold,   provided  he  was  accom- 
panied by  any  female  companion ;    and  I 
have  heard  this  confirmed  from  other  parts 
of  the  country.     An  English  lady  of  my  ac- 
quaintance was  traveling  to  join  her  hus- 
band   in  Northern  Albania.     She  was    ac- 
companied by  only  two  zapteehs,   or  pohce- 
men.     She  had  stopped  in  the  middle  of  the 
day  to  rest  under  a  tree,  when  a  fine-lookiug 
man,  armed  to  the  teeth,  suddenly  appeared 
and    entered    into    conversation.

SCTENTina 

An  improved  system  of  constructing  and 
driving  piles,  lately  introduced  in  London, 
seems  to  have  proved  quite  successful  Ac- 
cording to  the  Engineer,  these  piles,  which 
are  tubular,  can  be  made  of  either  cast  or 
wrought  iron,  and  the  thickness  of  the  metal 
can  be  proportioned  to  suit  the  varying  cir- 
cumstances of  constraction  ;  the  lower  end 
of  the  pile  is  made  sohd  and  pointed,  is  gen- 
erally of  wrought  iron  and  steel  tipped  ;  the 
piles  are  also  formed  in  sections,  screwed 
together  by  strong  steel  sockets  or  joint 
covers,  which  are  barrel  shaped  on  the  out- 
Hide  in  order  to  diminish  friction  when  b«- 
ing  driven.  Instead  of  blows  being  deliv- 
ered on  the  head  of  the  pile,  the  driving 
force  is  exi>ended  just  where  it  is  needed, 
namely,  at  the  point,  and  this  result  is  at- 
tained by  using  an  elongated  cyhndrical 
driving  weight,  which  travels  easily  inside 
the  tube  ;  the  weight  is  raised  by  means  of 
rope  or  rods,  and  is  allowed  to  fall  on  the 
fliU  head  of  the  sohd  point,  the  pile  thus 
fomiing  its  owu  guide  for  the  driving 
weight.  The  effect  of  each  blow  is  to  drag 
rather  than  drive  the  pile  down  ;  the  point 
is  swelled,  aud  of  sufficient  diameter  to  ef- 
fect a  clearance  for  the  joint  covers,  which 
have  to  follow  it  down,  the  whole  operation 
being  one  of  entire  simplicity. 

The  discovery  was  made,  some  time  ago, 
that  crade  ammouia  water — or  gas  liquor, 
as  it  is  called — acts  with  great  promptness  iu 
extinguishing  fire  in  a  tar  distillery.  It  is 
now  recommended,  as  utilizing  the  import- 
ant fact  in  question,  that  owners  of  cotton 
mills  and  of  t^ir  works,  vamish  factories, 
«Stc.,  should  have  on  their  premises  a  stock 
of  about  1,(X)0  gallons  of  this  gas  hquor 
stored  in  a  tank  or  old  boiler,  mounted  upon 
brickwork,  and  at  such  au  altitude  as  to  give 
pressure  euough  for  a  good  jet  service  in 
case  of  fire.  The  readiness — it  is  urged — 
with  which  a  jet  of  this  liquor,  thrown  into 
a  burning  room,  would  act,  the  space  being 
so  enclosed,  wheu  the  action  is  so  powerful 
in  a  comparatively  open  space,and  with  such 
a  refractory  substance  as  burning  pitch, 
must  be  obvious.  It  is  assumed,  too,  that 
the  extinguishing  power  of  the  hquor  would 
be  increasedly  called  forth  by  a  more  in- 
tensely hot  tire — for,  iu  this  case,  iu  all 
probability,  the  ammonia  would  be  decom- 
jxjsed,  and  the  generated  hydrogen  and  ni- 
trogen gases  would  help  to  swell  the  volume 
of  non-supporting  gas,  displacing  the  air, 
and  so  choking  out  the  combustion. 

In  enumerating  the  dangers  to  which 
t)cean  cables  are  liable,  Dr.  Preece  says  that 
the  chief  cause  of  accidents,  next  to  that  of 
anchors,  is  due  to  the  abrasion  of  the  cables 
on  rocky  bottoms.  The  bottom  of  the  sea 
is  fretpxently  of  au  undulatory  natiu-e,  and 
the  cable  remains  suspended  from  point  to 
point,  and  at  such  points  the  wire  becomes 
chafed  aud  worn  away,  and  speedily  decays; 
sometimes  the  cables  rest  on  corrosive 
stones,  copper  ores  aud  ironstones,  when 
corrosion  sets  in  and  causes  the  cable  to 
speedily  fail ;  volcanic  action  sometimes 
diimages  cables,  as  also  rock  slips ;  icebergs, 
too,  frequently  carry  large  pieces  of  rock, 
which  fall  to  the  bottom  when  the  iceberg 
thaws,  and  iu  their  descent  are  liable  to  faU 
across  a  cable  ;  finally,  aud  in  addition  to 
Ughtning,  earth  currents,  Ac,  there  are  also 
faults  due  to  imperfect  joints,  which  are  ow- 
ing to  accidents  of  one  kiud  or  another,  that 
pass  inspection  during  the  process  of 
manufacture,  but  which  slowly  develop 
themselves    after    submersion    or  lapse    of 

time. 

The  action  of  sewer  gas  on  lead  aud  zinc 

has  been  made  a  matter  of  close  investiga- 
tion by  chemih-ts,  the  general  conclusion  be- 
ing that,  though  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine, otherwise  than  by  experience  and  ob- 
servation, how  long  an  ordinary  lead  soil 
pipe  or  trap  will  resist  the  action  of  sewer 
gas  before  perforation  takes  place,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  a  thick  oue  will  do  so  much  longer 
than  a  thui  one,  aud  it  is  equally  true  that 
one  efficiently  ventilated  will  serve  nearly 
double  the  time  of  one  continuously  air- 
bound.  Again,  an  examination  of  the  ac- 
tion of  sewer  gas  upon  zinc  rhones  on  the 
eaves  of  buildings  where  it  was  striking  on 
the  under  part,  has  shown  that,  in  the 
course  of  a  couple  of  years  or  so,  consider- 
ably Lirge  holes  had  been  eaten  completely 
through,  proving  that  such  material  cannot 
long  withstand  the  effect  of  the  gas.  Lead 
is.  of  course,  more  durable  than  zinc,  but 
the  difference  is  only  a  question  of  degree, 
the  inevitable  difficulty  presenting  itself  with 
the  lapse  of  time. 

The  refttse  of  oats,  it  is  fuuud,  >nay  be 
advantageously  usetl  as  material  for  paper 
manufacture,  the  object  being  effected  by 
first  immersing  the  oat  husks  in  water  iu  a 
tank,  so  as  to  float  off  all  foreign  seeds,  «fec., 
which  would  materially  deteriorate  the  qual- 
ity of  the  paper.  The  oat  husks  are  then 
allowed  to  settle,  aud  the  surface  scum  and 
floating  seeds  are  drawn  off  by  an  overflow 
pipe  at  the  top  of  the  tank,  or  otherwise  re- 
moved ;  after  which  the  water  is  completely 
drained  from  the  husks  by  a  waste-water 
pipe  at  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  and  beneath 
a  peif orated  false  bottom,  or  fitted  with  a 
strainer  which  retains  the  oat  husks.  The 
latter  may  be  left  to  steep  iu  the  water  for 
from  five  to  ten  hours  after  or  during  the 
removal  of  the  scum,  as  this  steeping,  by 
softening  them  aud  helping  to  loosen  the 
silica  from  the  fibre,  facihtates  the  subse- 
quent boiliug  process. 

The  Peterxfu/urgitina  Viedomosti  insists 
that  the  popular  estimate  of  the  population 
of  Russia  is  very  far  behind  the  times. 
The  grand  total  of  the  population  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1879,  it  places  at 
'.•7,000, (XM),  which  figures,  it  predicts,  will  iu 
two  years  be  increased  to  100,000,000. 
Whether  allowance  is  made  in  this  estimate 
for  losses  by  the  recent  war  or  by  pestilence 
we  are  not  informed. 

Farmers  are  the  worst  poachers.  They 
allow  their  boys  to  set  snares  all  over  their 
fields,  and  an  incredible  number  of  birds 
are  destroyed  yearly  in  this  way.  Some 
equitable  arrangement  should  be  made,  by 
which  they  may  be  tanght  that  game  on 
their  farms  will  produce  more  dollars  from 
the  sportsman  than  can  be  derived  from 
snaring. 

Religion  gives  to  virtue  the  sweetest 
hopes,  to  unrepenting  vice  just  alarms,  to 
true  repentance  the  most  powerful  consola- 
tion ;  but  she  endeavors  above  aU  things  to 
inspire  in  men  love,  meekness  aud  pity  for 

men. 
There  are  two  reasons  why  worms  wiH  not 

trouble  the  grape  viues  in  Southern  Califor- 
nia, viz.,  the  cold  weather  first  killed  the 
worms  and  then  the  vines. 


Many  a  life  has  been  saved  by  the  moral 
courage  of  a  sufferer.  It  is  not  alone  in 
bearing  the  pain  of  operations  or  the  misery 
of  confinement  in  a  sick-room  this  self-help 
becomes  of  vital  moment,  but  in  the  monot- 
onous tracking  of  a  weary  path,  and  the 
vigorous  discharge  of  ordinary  duty. 

How  many  a  victim  of  incurable  disease 
has  hved  on  through  years  of  suffering,  pa- 
tiently aud  resolutely  hoping  against  hope, 
or,  what  is  better,  Uving  down  despair  until 
the  virulence  of  a  threatening  malady  has 
died  out,  and  it  has  ceased  to  be  destructive, 
although  its  physical  characteristics  remam- 
ed  ?  This  power  of  good  spirits  is  a  matter 
of  high  moment  to  the  sick  and  weakly. 

To  the  former  it  may  mean  the  ability  to 
survive,  to  the  latter  the  possibility  of  out- 
hviug,  or  Uving  iu  spite  of  a  disease.  It  is, 
therefore,  of  the  greatest  importance  to  cul- 
tivate the  highest  and  mo.st  buoyant  frame 
of  mind  which  the  condition  will  aduut. 
The  same  energy  which  takes  the  form  of 
mental  activity  is  vital  to  the  work  of  the 
organism.  Mental  influences  affect  the  sys- 
tem, and  a  joyous  spirit  not  only  reheves 
pain,  but  increases  the  momentum  of  life  in 
the  body. 

The  victims  of  disease  do  not  commonly 
sufficiently  appreciate  the  value  and  use  of 
"  good  spirits."  They  too  often  settle  down 
ui  despair  when  a  professional  judgment  de- 
termines the  existence  of  some  latent  or 
chronic  malady.  The  fact  that  it  Is  probable 
they  will  die  of  a  particular  disease  casts  so 
deep  a  gloom  over  their  prospect  that 
through  fear  of  death  they  are  all  their  life- 
time hUbject  to  iKjndage. 

The  multitude  of  healthy  persons  who 
wear  out  their  strength  in  exhausting  jour- 
ueys  and  perpetual  anxieties  for  health  is 
very  great,  and  the  pohcy  iu  which  they  in- 
dulge is  exceedingly  short-sighted.  Most  of 
the  sorrowful  aud  wretched  cripples  who 
drag  out  miserable  hves  iu  this  way  would 
be  less  wretched,  and  live  longer,  if  they 
were  more  hopeful.  It  is  useless  to  expect 
that  any  one  can  be  reasoned  into  a  hghter 
frame  of  mind,  but  it  it  desirable  that  all 
should  be  taught  to  understand  the  sustain- 
ing, and  often  even  curative  power  of  "good 
spirits." — Loudon  lAinmt. 


AFKll'AN  WAI.ITATIO.NS. 

During  his  exploration  of  Tibesti,  Dr. 
Nachtigel  experienced  many  dangers  and  dif- 
ficulties, losing  his  way,  aiid  suffering  from 
want  of  water  aud  forced  night  marches.  A 
very  interesting  account  is  given  of  the  cere- 
monials observed  by  the  Tubu  people  in 
greeting  one  auother.  A  most  elaborate 
performance  is  gone  through  when  two 
strangers  meet  in  this  wild  country.  Each 
of  the  performers  covers  all  his  face  but  his 
eyes  with  his  turban,  seizes  his  spear  and 
tliro  wing-iron,  (a  curious,  boomerang-Uke 
weapon  with  a  long  projecting  prong  on  the 
concave  margin,)  and  thus  prepared,  the  two 
approach  one  another.  At  a  ihstance  of 
about  six  steps  from  one  another,  they  squat 
on  their  heels  with  spear  upright  in  oue 
hand  and  iron  in  the  other.  The  one  then 
asks,  " '  How  do  you  do '( "  about  a  dozen 
times  by  means  of  four  different  words  hav- 
ing that  meaning  used  alternately,  the  reply 
being  varied  of  the  use  of  the  words  Laha, 
or  Killala.  Then  one  of  the  two  loudly 
sings  the  word  "ihilla,"  which  is  returned 
by  the  other  in  a  similar  tone.  The  word  is 
exchanged  again  and  again,  being  com- 
menced in.  a  loud  pitched  notes  and  gradual- 
ly run  down  the  scale  until  it  reaches  a  low 
biiss  murmur.  When  it  has  become  so  low 
as  scarcely  to  be  heard,  on  a  sudden  it  is 
shouted  again  in  high  key  and  the  gamut  is 
run  through  as  before.  This  goes  on  for  a 
very  long  while,  the  performers  going 
through  it  as  a  strict  matter  of  ceremony, 
and  taking  no  interest  iu  oue  another  all  the 
while,  but  looking  round  at  the  horizou  or 
elsewhere  during  their  vijcal  exertions. 
After  a  while  varioiLs  forms  of  the  question 
"  How  are  you  ?  "  and  the  answer  *'  Well," 
are  introduced ;  at  last  questions  or  other 
topics  are  brought  forward,  although  now 
and  again  the  ' '  ihilla  "  bursts  out  iu  the 
midst  of  them,  but  the  series  of  notes  in 
which  it  is  shouted  becomes  shorter  and 
shorter.  At  last  the  ihilla  Is  got  rid  of  alto- 
gether, and  ordinary  conversation  becomes 
possible.  Strangers  do  not  shake  hands, 
but  accjuaintances  do.  The  covering  of  the 
face  when  greeting  or  meeting  strangers  is 
considered  as  a  most  important  matter  of 
etiquette.  — Nature.

An  incident,  curiously  illustrative  of 
French  criminal  procedure,  occurred  at  the 
As.sizes  in  the  Department  of  the  Oise  re- 
cently. A  blacksmith  named  Clabaut  was 
being  tried  for  the  murder  of  a  priest ;  there 
was  no  doubt  that  he  had  committed  the 
crime,  but  the  medical  evidence  as  to  his 
sanity  was  very  conflicting.  In  accordance 
with  the  French  practice,  the  Procureur  of 
the  RepubUc  rose,  after  the  witnesses  had 
all  been  examined,  to  reply  on  the  whole 
case ;  but  instead  of  pressing  for  a  convic- 
tion, he  told  the  jury  that  he  felt  convinced 
that  the  prisoner  was  not  responsible  for  his 
actions,  and  called  upon  them  to  acquit  him. 
He  went  ou  to  say  that  though  it  was  a  gen- 
erally accepted  theory  that  the  pubhc  prose- 
cutor should  endeavor  to  obtain  a  convic- 
tion, however  assured  he  should  feel  of  the 
prisoner's  innocence,  he  could  not  reconcile 
it  to  his  conscience  to  do  so,  and  added  that 
he  would  rather  throw  off  his  ministerial 
gown  than  outrage  what  he  believed  to  be 
be  truth.  The  counsel  for  the  defense  hav- 
ing followed  in  the  same  sense,  the  pre.siding 
judge  proceeded  to  sum  up  ;  but  instead  of 
placing  the  two  sides  of  the  case  before  the 
jury,  he  declared  that,  "though  the  Pro- 
cureur of  the  Republic  had  deserted  his  post, 
society  should  not  be  left  defenceless,"  and 
he  thereupon  proceeded  to  bring  out  all  the 
points  which  told  against  the  prisoner, 
dweUiug  upon  his  bad  antecedents,  aud  seek- 
ing to  discredit  the  evidence  of  the  doctors 
who  had  pronounced  him  insaue.  He  even 
went  so  far  as  to  depict  to  the  jury  the  in- 
jury which  the  prisoner,  if  acquitted  on  the 
score  of  insanity  might  inflict  iu  the  asylum 
to  which  he  would  be  relegated  ;  and  finally 
adjured  them  not  to  forget  "  the  God  of  ex- 
piation and  of  justice."  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  guilty  with  extenuating  circum- 
stances, and  Clabaut  was  sentenced  to  penal 
servitude  for  life.

Desolation  of  Palestine- 

The  Rev.  W.  J.  Starcey  writes    to 
London  Times  of  the  deplorable 
tion  of  the  Holy  Land,which  he 
cently  visited.    He  says : 

Nothing  can  well  exceed  the  dcsolate- 
ness  of  much  of  it.  Treeless  it  is  for 
twenty  or  thiity  miles  together,  forests 
which  did  exist  thirty  years  ago  on 
Mount  Carmel  and    Mount    Tabor    fast 

Idi8apy)earing,  rich  plains    of   the  finest 
garden  soil  asking  to  be    cultivated,  at 
best  but  scratched  up  a  lew  inches  deep 
in  patches, with  no  hedges,  or  boundaries, 
mountain  terraces  natural,  or  artificially 
tormed,  ready  to  be  planted  with   vines, 
as  the  German  colonies  are  doing   at  the 
foot  ot  Mount  Carmel,  the  villages  noth- 
ing but  mud  huts;  dust,  dirt,  and   squal- 
or; the  inhabitants  with  scarce    clothing 
enough  for  decency,  their  houses-  -ovens; 
largo  tracto  without  ahorse, or  cow,8heep 
or  dog ;  no  pretense  at  roads,  except  from 
JaflFa'to  Jerusalem,  and  this   like  a  cart 
road  over  a  plowed  field,  the  rest,  at  best 
like  sheep  walks  on  the  Downs  of  Sussex, 
but  for  toe  most  part  like    the  dry  bed 
of  the    most  rocky    river,    where  amid 
blocks  of  stone,  each  makes  his  way  at  a 
foot  pace  as  best  he  can,  or   on  smooth, 
sloping  rocks  or  over  loose  stones  thrown 
from  the  old  walls  on  cither  side,  which 
no  one  offers  a  finger  to  remove ;  nothing 
upon  wheels,  not  so  much  as    a   b'anow, 
to  bo  met  with  in  a  ride  of  300  miles. 
Everything  is  taxed;  every   fruit  tree,  so 
none    now    are  planted;  every  cow  or 
horse,  etc. ;  every  vegetable  sold  out  of  a 
private      garden.      Every  eighth     egfc 
is    not    taxed      but     taken     by      the 
government.     Nothing       like     a    small 
farmhouse      is    to    be    found      far     or 
near.    If  there  were,  the  owner  is  liable 
to  have  soldiers  oi  revenue  officers  quar- 
tered upon  him  to  be  boarded  and  lodged 
at  his  expense.    The  towns  arc  filthy  in 
the  extreme.    None  more  so  than  Jerusa- 
lem itself,  where,  however  taxes  are  lev- 
ied from  every  house  for  lightning    and 
cleaning  the  steeets,    while   a    sprained 
ankle  or  a  splash  into  a  hole  of  blackest 
dirt  is  sure  to  be  the  result  of  a  momen- 
tary carelessness.    Nothing  is  done  for 
the  good  or  the  improvement  of  the  land 
by  the    government.    Not  only    so,  but 
every  oflFer,   and  I  heard  of  several  made 
by  private  individuals,  or  by  companies, 
is  at  once  refused,  or    refused    unless  a 
bribe  be  first  given  to  the  authorities. 

This  is  a  picture,  I  believe,  in  no  way 
over- drawn,  of  that  land  which  was  once 
"flowing  with  milk  and  honey."     What 
might  it  not    become    again,    with  fair 
usat^e  and  good  gcvcrnment?    But  there 
18  no  hope  tor  Palestine  while  it  remains 
in  the  hands  of  its  present  rulers.   Pales- 
tine 18  worthless  to   the  Turkish  govern- 
ment.   The  whole  revenue  is  stated   to 
amount  only  to  |900,000    or  $1,000,000 
per  annum.    Capitalized  this  as  five  per 
cent.,  and  it  comes  to  but  four  millions 
of  money.    If  it  were    six  or    even    ten 
millions,  what  would  that  be  for  Europe 
to  raise  for  the  purchase  of  Palestine?    A 
sum  sure  to  be  repaid  a  thousand-fold  in 
a  few  years  time.      And  what  would  not 
$50,000,000  in  hard  cash  be  to  the  Turk- 
ish government  att  his  moment?

in  its  lustre,  and  in  its  property  of  not  being 
altered  or  even  effected  by  the  air,  has  been 
known  from  the  remotest  times.    It  is  the 
Sol  or  sun  of  all  the  chemists,   who  repre- 
sented it  by  the  circle,  the  emblem  of  per- 
fection.    There  are  drawings  of   gold  wash- 
ings on  Egyptian  tombs  as  ^0y  as  2,500 
years  before  the  Christian  era^imd  fine  gold 
wire  was  made  into  ornaments— often  found 
on  mummies— by  the  Egyptiaas  3,500  years 
ago.     It  was  coined  into  the  heavy  daries  ot 
Persia,  and  woven  into  deUcate  threads  that 
enhvened  the  flowered  stuffs  of  Babylon.  I 
In  the  earUest  days  of  Greece,   gold  existed 
in  great  abundance  in  the  Levant.     Croesus, 
B.  C.  560,  coined  the  gold  ttattr,  and  about 
B.  C.  207  gold  coins  were  first  utruck  off  at 
Rome,  and  were  denominated  nurei.     Cop- 
per came  into  use  after  silver  and  before 
iron.     It  was  called  Venus  by  the  ancients, 
who  gave  it  the  symbol  of  that  planet.     The 
a^^'of  copper  followed  the  age  of  stone. 
Homer  wrote  in  the  copper  age.     His  fa- 
mous shield  of  Achilles  is  made  of  gold,  sil- 
ver and  copper,  a  small  quantity  of  tin  be- 
ing put  in  to  harden  it.     The  shield  is  itself 
a  proof  of  the  art  of  design  and  working  on 
metals  having  attained  a  very  high  degree 
of  perfection  among  the  Greeks  at  a  period 
beUeved  to  have  been  B.  C.  W-2.     In  a  mine 
near  Lake  Superior  there  was  found,  in  1858, 
a    mass    of    copper    forty-ei{5ht  feet  long, 
twenty  feet  high,  and  calculatad  to  contaiu 
one  hundred  and  fifty  tons.     Brass,   which 
has  often  been  confounded  by  ancients  with 
copper,  is  merely  an  alloy  made  by  mixing 
one-thurd  zinc  with  two-thirds  of  copper. 
Brass  was  made  by  the  ancients  without 
discovering  zinc.     Iron,  the  most  important 
of  metal?,  came  into  common  use  long  after 
copper  was  well  known.     It  was  regarded 
by  the  ancients  as  a  symbol  of  ww,   and  re- 
ceived the  name  of  Mars,  the  god  of  arms. 
Homer  mentions  a  mass  of  inm  as  one  of  the 
prizes  at  the  fimeral  games  given  by  Achilles 
in  honor  of  Patrolius : 

Then  hiirlea  the  hero,  thundering  on  the  ground, 
A  mass  of  Iron,  an  enormous  round. 
Whose  weight  an(\  size  the  circling  Greeks  admire. 
Kude  from  the  furnace,  and  but  shaped  by  Are.

A  HL.Y  OLD  FISH. 


A  gentleman  in  the  Centi-al  Provinces  of 
India  possesses  a  garden  in  the  centre  of 
which  there  is  a  huge  well— u  well  more  like 
a  small  deep  tank  than  anything  else.     On  a 
Bminy  day,  when  the  water  is  clear,  a  huge 
old  fish,   more  than  thirty-five  pounds  in 
weight,  may  be  seen  basking  m  the  sun,  or 
sleeping  in  the  shade.      There    is  nearly 
twenty-five  feet  of  -T^it  in  the  well  as  a 
rule,  but  in  the  extreme  hot  weather  it  has 
been  known  to  sink  to  foiu:  feet.     When  the 
water  is  very  low  the  owner  of  the  well  has 
done  his  best,  year  after  year,  to  capture  th* 
fish,  but  he  has  never  been  able  to  effect  his 
purpose  cither  with  line  or  net.     It  appears 
that  fifteen  years  ago  the  fish  was  hooked, 
but  somehow,  after  a  desperate  struggle,  ho 
broke  loose,  since   which  time  he  steadily 
refuses  the  daintiest  morsel  in  the  shaiK!  of 
a  bait.     Once,   too,  long  ago.  he  was  nearly 
caught  in  a  net ;  since  which  time  ho  has 
had  a  curious  knack  of  suddenly  disappearing 
whenever  the  well  is  about  to  be  dragged. 
Two  yeai-s  ago  the  water  in  the  well  fell  un- 
usually low,  and  the   owner  detenuincd  to 
have  it  emptied,  both  for  the  purjjose  of 
cleansing  the  well,   and  also  to  satisfy  his 
curiosity  as  to  the  hiding  place  of  the  fish. 
This  was  found  to  be  a  small  cave,   with  a 
smaller  hole  as  entrance.     Upon  the  well 
being  emptied  the  fish  was  allowed  to  re- 
main in  his  ingeniously  adopted  sanctum, 
after  having  been  carefidly  inspected  by  the 
owner  of  the  place  and  his  friends.     The 
fish  is  still  to  be  seen  in  the  well ;  he  is  a 
great  pet,  and  is  easily  recognizable  because 
of  his  huge  size,  and  by  means  of  a  remark- 
able pale-yellow  scar  he  bears  on  his  back. 
"He  is  a  lazy,   good-natm-ed  animal,"   said 
my  informant,  "and  only  once  during  the 
last  six  years  has  been  seen  yi  a  state  of  ex- 
citement, and  that  was  wheir^  a  water-snake 
invaded    his    ancient    sohtary  reign,   when 
there    was   a  furious  fight,  and  the  water- 
snake  was  observed  to  crawl  up  the  sides  of 
the  well  much  quicker  than  it  descended. 
AN  UNWISE  COUH.SE. 


In  1537  B.  C  the  Lacedemonians  coined 
iron  into  money.  At  Babylon  the  huge 
stones  of  the  bridges  were  held  together  by 
bands  of  iron  fixed  in  places  by  molten  lead. 
Thucydides  tells  us  that  the  walls  of  Pireus 
were  fastened  in  the  same  way.  In  prepar- 
ing the  stone  for  building  the  Pyramids  iron 
was  used,  Herodotus  affirms,  and  iron  must 
have  been  employed  in  engraving  the  beau- 
tiful old  gems  which  now  are  so  valuable. 
The  Nmevites  made  tools  of  iron,  the  an- 
cient Britons  made  spears  and  lances  of  it, 
and  the  Romans,  during  their  occupation  of 
Britain,  smelted  iron  to  a  considerable  ex- 
text.  The  iron  mines  of  Elba  are  said  to 
have  been  worked  from  the  time  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great ;  and  Plmy  speaks  of  this 
region  as  "  inexhaustible  in  its  iron."  The 
mines  of  Arragou  and  New  Castile  in  Spain 
are  supposed  ^  hi3,ve  been  worked  from  the 
tunes  of  the  litjI^'Jewish  kJJigs,  successively 
by  the  Tyrians,  the  Carthftgiuians  and  the 
Bomans.  Through  all' the  nations  of  high 
antiquity  iron  is  mentioned  almost  always  in  a 
way  that  shows  it  to  have  been  a  partially 
common  but  dways  highly  esteemed  metal. 
Indeed  from  the  difficulty  of  working  it  with 
the  primitive  means  at  the  command  of  men 
just  emerged  from  barbarism,  it  was  held  at 
a  high  price.  Only  153  yejirs  ago  Batachoff, 
in  Bussia,  bartered  iron  for  an  equal  weight 
of  copper  coin.  Lead,  ablaeish  gray  metal, 
was  known  to  the  Egyptians  at  an  early 
date,  and  is  mentioued^  hy  Homer ;  it  was 
used  in  Rome  in  pipes  to  convey  water,  and 
in  thin  sheets  for  roofing  purposes.  The 
powder  (cymssa)  used  by  the  Athenian 
ladies  to  tint  their  complexions,  was  our 
white  lead.  Lead  owes  itt  usefulness  in  the 
metallic  state  chiefly  to  its  softness  and  f usi- 
bihty.  In  ancient  times  it  wa-i  scarce,  and 
the  chief  supply  was  from  India,  Spain  and 
the  celebrated  mines  of  Coruv.all,  England, 
which  have  been  worked  uninterruptedly 
from  the  earhest  historic  periods.  Tin  was 
used  by  the  Egyptians  nearly  4,(M»0  years 
ago. — Troy  Times. 


A  French  writer  declares  that  the   mack 
erel  has  this  in  common  with  good  womexi 
—he  is  loved  by  all  the  world.     Some   sev- 
enty-six years  ago  he  was  considered  a  rare 
deUcacy.     The  fishing  was  conducted  with- 
out the  least  enterprise,   and  the  take   was 
always  small.     The  smacks,   during  the  soft 
Spring  months,  were  often  becalmed  at  sea, 
till  the  fish  were  spoiled,   and  when  they 
did  come  to  laud,  there  was  a  great  difficulty 
in  sending  them  off  by   the  coach  m  good 
condition.     It  was  natural,   therefore,  that 
they  should  be  looked  on  in  London  as  rare 
fish,  and  that   they  should  command  high 
prices.     Still,  making  all  these  allowances, 
we     are     not     prepared    to    find    in  the 
chronicle  of  the  Annual  Register  for   April 
11,  1803,  such  a  statement  of  prices  as  the 
following  gives  us :  April  11.  1803— For  the 
first  time  this  season,    nine  mackerel  were 
brought  to  the  beach  at  Brighton,  which 
were  immediately  purcliased  for  the  London 
market  at  6b.  lid.    each.     On  the  following 
day  another  1>oat  arrived  with  twenty-eight 
more,  which  were  bought  with  equal  avidity 
for  the  eamc  price.     On  Thursday,  14th,  an- 
other   boat    brought    ninety-three,    which 
fetched  after  the  rate  of  £40  per  hundred. 
Not  a  single  mackerel  was  retailed  at  Brigh- 
ton.    All  were  dispatched  to  the  metropoUs. 
Six  years  later  we  find  cod  fetching  a  fabu- 
lous price.     Robert  Southey,  in  his  "  Com- 
monplace Book,"   on  the  authority  of  the 
mackerel  report  to  the  City   Chamberlain, 
mentions  that  on  the  4  th  of  January,    180y, 
there  were  only  four  codfish  in  Billingsgate 
Market,  and  the  competition  for  them  must 
have  been  extmordiuarily  keen,  for  Ihcy  sold 
tor  fourteen  guineas,   being  at  the  rate  of 
£3  13s.  Gd.  per  fish.     He  does   not  say  how 
many  salmon  found  tlieir  way  to  market 
that  day,  but  the  stqjply   must  have  been  a 
small  one,    as  the  quoted  price  was   one 
guinea  per  pound. 


luLt  Monde  de  la  Sdenee,  Prof.   Vinot 
enters  into  a  comparison  of  aatronomical 
phenomena,  as  viewed  with  or  without  the 
telescope.    Viewed,  says  Prof.  V.,  with  the 
unaided  eye,  the  stars  and  planets  look  aUke 
—that  is,  appear  to  have  the  same  diameter 
but,  viewed  through  the  telescope,  while  the 
planets  are  seen  to  possess  clearly  apprecia 
ble  diameters,  the  stars  are  still  only  mere 
luminous  pomts;  thus  the  most  powerful 
of  existing  teleseopes,   that  of  Melbourne, 
which  magnifies  eight  thousand  times,  gives 
an    image    of    one    of    the  planets  posses- 
I  sing  an  apparent  diameter  of  several  degrees 
—Jupiter,   for  mstance,    which,    observed 
with  the  naked  eye,  appears  as  a  star  of  the 
first  magnitude,  with  a  diameter  of  forty -five 
seconds  at  the  most,  will  m  this  telescope 
have  its  diameter  multipUed  8,000  times, 
and  will  be  seen  as  if  it  occupied  in  the 
heavens  an  angle  of  100  degrees,  whUe  a 
star  alongside  of  Jupiter,  and  which  to  the 
eye  is  as  bright  as  that  planet,  will  still  be  a 
simple  dimensidnle'ss  point,  though  in  fact 
thousands  of  times  more  voluminous  than 

the  planet.  . 

J^OR  testing  the  strength  of  woven  fabrics 

a  machine  has  been  introduced,  designed  to 
report  pulling  strains  from  half  a  kilo  up  to 
250  kilos.     The  machine  consists  of  an  up- 
right standard,  supporting  a  horizontial  hol- 
low beam  of  iron,   containing  scale  levers, 
with  a  brass  weighing  scale  having  a  sUdmg 
weight  and  a  graduated  scale.     Suspended 
from  the  weighing  apparatus  is   a  clamp 
lined  with  leather  and  so  arranged  that  when 
the  end  of  the  piece  of  fabric  to  be  tested  is 
clamped  between  the  jaws,   the  strains  will 
be  evenly  balanced  and  distributed.     Below 
this,  on  the  base  of  the  machine,  is  a  roller 
controlled  by  a  hand  wheel,  and  round  this 
the  other  end  of  the  fabric  is  wrapped, 
when,  on  turning  the  wheel,  the  strains  are 
appUed,  and  by  moving  the  weight  on  the 
scale  beam,  so  as  to  keep  it  continually  bal- 
anced, a  point  is  reached  where  the  fabric 
is  torn  apart— this  pomt  showing  the  break- 
ing strain  of  the  material.     The  percentage 
of  stretching  before   breaking   may  also  be 

found  in  the  same  manner. 
ExPEBiMENTS  have  been  made  in  France 

in  connection  with  the  navy,   to  accurately 
determine  the  value,  comparatively,   of  coal 
and  of  the  compressed  fuel  nuwle   from  the 
slack  of  coal  mines,   and  the  report  of  the 
Minister  of  Marine  shows  the   latter  to  be 
most    advantageous    in    comparison    with 
either  Cardiff  or  Newcastle  coal.     He  stiitos 
that  a  better  fuel  is  produced  in   bri«iuettes, 
and,  in  addition  to  this,    there   arc  the  still 
further  advantages  of  greater  facihty  in  load- 
ing,  stowage  of  a  larger  quantity,   diminu- 
tion of  lost  from  dust,  and  capacity  to  bear 
exposure.     On  this  account,  Xhe  conqiressed 
fuel  lias  been  generally   employed,    of  late, 
in  the  French  navy.     'Jhebcst  article  in  this

We  clear  of  our  premises  of  these  detest- 
able vermin,  writes  a  correspondent  of  the 
Scientific  Atnerican  by  making   whitewash 
yellow  with  copperas  and  covering  the  stones 
and  rafters  in  the  cellar  with  it.     In  every 
crevice  where  a  rat  may  tread  we   put  the 
crystals  of  the  copperas,   and  scatter  the 
same  in  the  comers  of  the  floor.     The  re- 
gult  was  a  perfect  stampede  of  rats  and 
mice.     Since  that  time  not  a  footfall   of 
either  rats  or  mice  has  been  heard  about  the 
house.     Every  Spring,  ac^at  of  yellow  wash 
is  given  the  cellar,  as  a  purifier,  as  a  rat  ex- 
terminator ;  and  no  typhoid,   dysentery,  or 
fever,  attacks  the  family.     Many  persons 
deUberately  attract  all  the  rats  in  the  neigh- 
borhood by  leaving  fruits  and  vegetables 
uncovered  in  the  cellar,  and  sometimes  even 
the  soup  is  left  open  for  their  regalement. 
Cover  up  everything  eatable  in  the  cellar 
and  pantry,  and  you  will  soon  have  them 
out.     These  precautions  joined  to  the  ser- 
vice  of  a  good  cat,  will  prove  as  good  a  rat 
exterminator  as  the  ch-smist  can  provide. 
We  never  allow  rats  to  hi  poisoned  in  our 
dwelling ;    they  are   so  liable   to    die    be- 
tween the  waUs  and  produce   much  annoy- 
ance.

The  murders 
had   apparently   been   committed   with  a 
hatchet.    Suspicion    immediately   fell   on 
one   of   the   other  lal>orers,  a  swineherd, 
named  Dominguez,  who,  with  his  two  sons, 
faAve  \>wax  M3rwt«d.

In  a  recent  scientific  lectiue.  Professor 
Thomson,  of  London,    made  some  experi- 
ments to  show  the  extreme  slowness  of  the 
diffusion  of    liquids.

A  mark  where  the  two   fluids 
met  was  registered  at  the   time  the   tubes 
were  filled,  and  during  the  nine  days  the 
diffusion    had    not    extended    upward  and 
downward  more  than  two  or  three  inches. 
In  one  of  the  lectme-rooms  at  Glasgow,  a 
tube  about  thirty  feet  long  was  filled  some 
years  ago,  and,  from  the   rate  of  diffusion, 
it  has  been  calcukted  that  complete  inter- 
fusion  of  the  two  Uquids  will  occupy  ueariy 
1,(J00  years. 

The  newly-invented  match — one  that  may 
be  struck  many  times,  and  yield  a  light  each 
time— is  likely  to  prove  quite  useful.     It 
consists  of  two  rods  of  inflammable  material, 
placed  side  by  side   in   two  compartments, 
with  a  suitable  case,  and  to  strike  the  light  a 
scraper  is  moved  by  hand  along  a  platform 
across    the    open    ends    of  the   rods;    the 
fccraper  removes  some  of  its  sulwstance  from 
each  rod,    and,    mixing   these,    the   liglit  is 
produced.     One  stick  is  formed  of  three 
parts  chlorate  of  potash  and  one  of  clay, 
mixed  with  water  into  a  thick  paste,    then 
dried;  theother  stick  is  of  three  parts  amor- 
l>hous  phosphorous  and  one  part  clay,    pre- 
pared in  the  same  way.

UALSING    SUNKEN    HHIPS    BV 
LOONS. 


The  interesting  experiment  of  raising  a 
tubmerged  vessel  by  means  of  balloons  was 
recently  made  in  the  PlotzerLake,  near  Ber- 
lin. The  method,  which  was  devised  by 
Herr  Eldner,  of  Vienna,  consists  in  attaching 
empty  balloons  to  the  vessel  and  then  sud- 
denly inflating  them  with  carlwnic  acid  gas, 
made  on  the  spot  by  breaking  a  vessel  con- 
taining sulphuric  acid  surroimded  with  Bull- 
rich's  salt,  wluch  is  inserted  inside  the  l>al- 
loou.  The  mixture  of  these  two  chemicals 
generates  the  gas,  the  balloon  rises,  and 
the  vessel  is  raised.  In  the  experiment  in 
question,  a  srmken  boat,  weighing  several 
hundred  weight,  was  raised,  and  also  five 
heavy  sand  bag>^,  from  a  depth  of  fifty  feet.

Habits  of  speech, 
when  formed  In  early  life,  are  the  most  in- 
eradicable  of  all  habits,    and  this  one,  I  be- 
lieve, is  absolutely  beyend  the  reach  of  any 
discipline,  and  even  of  prolonged  associa- 
tion with  good  speakers.     In  England  I  ob- 
served many  people  in  a  constant  striiggle 
with  theur  "  h,"  overcoming  and  being  over- 
come, and  sometimes  triumphing  when  vic- 
tory waH    defeat.     The    number  of   "h's" 
that  come  to  an  untimely  end  in  England  is 
quite    incalcukble.     Of    the  40,(>00.<mK»  of 
people,  there  cannot  be  more  than  2,()0<),<X)0 
who  are  capable  of  a  healthy,  well-breathed 
"h."    Think,  then  of  the  numbers  of  this 
innocent  letter  that  are  sacrificed  between 
sun  and  sun  I     If  we  could  send  them   over 
a  few  millions  of  "  h's  "  a  week,  they  would 
supply  almost  as  great  a  need  as  that  which 
we    supply    by    our    corn    and    beef    and 
chQc^.

ROC'GE  ET  NOIR— THE  CROUPIER. 


As  most  people  know,  the  croupier  deals 
out  one  row  of  cards  for  rortge,  and  stops  as 
soon  as  he  has  passed  31 ;  and  another  row 
of  cards  is  dealt  for  noir  m  the  same  way. 
The  row  which  reaches  31  by  the  lowest 
number  of  pomts  is  the  winner.     It  is  on 
record  that  rovge  once  made  32,  an  extremely 
good  point:    that  'J4  had  been  dealt  for 
noire,  and  that  seven  aces  in  succession  were 
laid  down,  makmg  noire  the  gainer  with  31. 
The  disappointment  of  the  backers  of  rouge 
may  be  imagined.     It  is  odd  that,  among  all 
the' desperate  people   who  shoot   themselves 
at  Monte  Carlo,  not  one  has  spared  a  bullet 
for    the    croupier    who   deals  out  destiny. 
Very  lately  some  traveler  chanced  to  knock 
at     the     door     of     a      lonely     .Vmorican 
shanty.     No  one  answering,    the    traveler 
entered.     He  saw   a   dead   man   sittmg  at  a 
card-table,  with  the   blue  mark  of  a  bullet- 
woimd  in  his  forehead.     The   murder  was 
easily  explained.     The   dead   man  held  four 
aces  in  his  stiffened  hand.     Opposite  him  on 
the  rough   log-table  lay   four  kings,    with 
which  his  opponent  had  hoped  to  win.   and 
being  met  with  four  aces,  had  taken  a  hasty 
revenge.     Now,  confirmed  gamblers  beUcve 
religiously  iu  the  good  and  bad  effect  which 
certain  croupiers  exercise  on  their  fortimes. 
One  croupier  always  deals  in  such  a  way 
that  there  are  no  regular  "  runs,"  or  scries, 
not  even  a  run  of  alternate  blacks  and  reds. 
Another  is  a  more  fortimate  croupier  ;  when 
his  hand  is  in,  "rans"  are  not  infrequent. 
As  the  dream  of  a  gambler  is  to  back  a  mn, 
and  sec  his  capital  doubled  at  every  coup, 
this  croupier's  luck  is  eagerly  followed,  and 
he  receives  elegant  presents  of  cigars  and 
champagne.     It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that 
these  observances  are  as  purely  superstitious 
as  the  red  man's  dance  round  his  red  cedar- 
tree.     Croupiers    know    the  value  of  their 
place  too  well  to  try  the  trick  of  substituting 
arranged  packs  of  cards  for  those  of  the  di- 
rection, and  theories  of  their  luck  are  whol- 
ly fantastic  — TA*  Saturday  lievieir.

The  jucieslof 
joints  were  turning,  and  the  plumpest  of 
poultry  bastmg  before  the  roaring  fire  in 
the  spacious  kitchen ;  for  that  was  1>cf ore 
people  had  taken  to  economizing  their  fuel, 
and  patent  cooking-ranger  were  still  im- 
dreamed  of. 

Post-boys  in  travel-stauied  attire  were 
seated  behind  mighty  barons  aud  sirUons. 
at  which  they  might  cut  and  come  again, 
while  guards  and  coachmen  off  duty  for  the 
time  were  hobnobbing  over  foaming  tank- 
ards. In  those  happy  da^s  for  the  laud- 
lords  and  their  customers,  beef  and  mutton 
were  comparatively  cheaj),  and  verj'  likely 
the  host  brewed  his  own  ale.  priding  him- 
self on  the  "strike"  and  quality.  Whole 
barrels  were  consumed  in  a  wonderfully 
T>hort  space  of  time. 

There  was  a  perpetual  ciacking  of  whips 
and  nmibling  of  wheels  under  the  archway 
that  led  to  the  ample  stab  .e-yard ;  the  con- 
sumption of  liay  and  oats  was  so  great  that 
a  clerk  was  rccpiircd  to  check  off  the  ac- 
counts ;  and  every  now  and  then  came  a 
rush  of  customers  when  some  flymg  stage- 
coach pulled  up  at  the  door.  The  passen- 
gers were  supposed  to  breakfast  or  diue,  as 
the  case  may  be  ;  and  exceedingly  Ubenvl 
provision  was  prepared  ^or  them.

Gibson,*  in  his  rare  visits  to   England  and 
Loudon,  spent  much  of  his  time  in  Boxtdl's 
house,  and  no  one  who   ever  saw    him   can 
forget  the  wonderful  rat  mess  and  himphcity 
of  his  conversation.     One  roroUcctiou  of  it, 
chai-act eristic  of  two  ""great  artists,    it   may 
perhaps  be  permissible  to  give.     Gibson  had 
gone  with  Mrs.    Huskitson  to  the  famous 
house  in  Queen  Anne  street  to  see   Turner's 
Gallery  of  his  own  pictures  ;  and  they  were 
waiting  iu  the  little  room   down  stairs  for 
the  ajipearance  of  Tunier.     Leaning  agaiusl 
the    wall    hi    frames    were     what    Gibson 
thought    two  beautiful    sketej^w.     in    duo 
lime  Tunier  came,    aud  ^Omk  observed, 
"  Those  ai-e  a  pair  of  beaulmil  sketches."

It  was  during  the  reign  of  Louis  Philippe, 

The   Minister   of    War,    without 

any   sadhcicnt   reason,    ordered  the   general 

commanding  the  division  of  Constantine   to 

undergo  fifteen  days'  imprisonment. 

Scarcely  had  the  oflScer  received  the  minis- 
terial order,  when  a  courier  presented  him- 
self with  a  decree  from  the  king.

To-day  tho  Florida  peninsala,  south 
I  of  the  ancient  city  of  St.  Anguatine,  is 

nearly  as  much  of  an  iinknoT\-n  land  as

HOW  COFFEE  CA3IE  TO  BE  ISED  f 

It  is  somewhat  singular  to  trace   the  man- 
ner in  which  arose  the  use  of  the  common 
beverage  of  coffee,  without  which  few   per- 
sons,  in  any  half  or  fully  civilized  coimtry 
in  the  world,  make   breakfast.     At  the  time 
Columbus  discovered  America,  it  had  never 
been    kno\vn    or    used.     It  grew    only    in 
Arabia  and  Upper  Ethiopia.     Tho  discovery 
of  its  use  as  a  beverage  is  ascribed  to  tho 
Superior  of  a  monastery  in  Arabia,  who, 
desirous   of   preventing   the  monks    from 
sleepmg  at  their  nocturnal  services,   made 
them  drink  the  mfusion  of  coffee  upon  tho 
reports  of  shepherds,  who  observed    that 
their  flocks  were  more  Uvcly  after  browsmg 
on  tho  fruit  of  that  plant.     Its  reputation 
spread  through  the  adjacent  countries,   and 
m  two  hundred  years  it  reached  Paris.     A 
single  plant,  brought  there  in  1714,  became 
the  parent  stock  of  all  the  French  coffee 
plantations  m  the  West  Indies.    The  Dutch 
introduced  it  mto  Java  and  the  East  Indies. 
The  extent  of  the  consumption  now    can 
eearcely  bo  reahzcd.    The    United   States 
atone  annually  consume  it  at  tho  cost,  at  its 
landing,  of  from  $15,000,000  to  $16,000,000.

In  the  centre  of  the  table  is  a  pair  of  scales 
with  a  silver  half -dime  m  one  of  the  bal- 
ances.    One  or  two  large  kettles  are  kept 
constantly   with    boihng    water   in    them. 
When  a  sample  of  tea  is  to  be  tasted,  as 
much  is  weighed  out  as  will  balance  half- 
dime.     Thie  is  put  in  a  teacup  and  the  boil- 
ing  water  poured  on.     The  tea-taster  then 
stuB  up  the  loaves,  hfts  them  on  his  spoon, 
and  inhales  the  aroma.     At  the  same  time 
ho  generally  takes  a  sip  of  the  mfusion, 
holds  it  in  his  mouth  for  a  short  time,   and 
then  spits  it  out     Enormous  brass  cuspa. 
dores,  holding  two  or  three  gallons,  receive 
the  tea  thus  tasted  and  the  contents  of  the 
cups  that  have  been  examined.     On  some 
occasions,  when  a  large  amount  of  tea  of  a 
ceitain  kmd  is  to  be  bought,   many  samples 
of  this  are  brought  in  fi-om  different  houses. 
The  buyers  and  sellers  sit  around  tho  re- 
volving table  with  the  samples  made  mto 
mfusions  in  the  cups  before  them.     These 
ai-e  tasted  all  around,   the   "body,"    "fine- 
nes.s,"  "toastinos8,"&c.,  arc  learnedly  dis- 
cussed,  and  the  poorer  specunens  discarded. 
Then  those  that  are  loft  are  tasted  again  tuid 
the  nmnber  further  reduced.     So  it  goes  on 
untUthe  article  which  unites  tho  desired 
quahty  and  price  is  obtained. 

Tho  skill  displayed  at  thobe  '•drawings" 
is  quite  remarkable,  A  tea-taster  will  de- 
tect  not  only  the  quahty  of  tea  as  regards 
age,  strength,  flavor,  fineness,  ic,  but  he 
can  teU  in  which  of  tho  numerous  districts 
m  China  the  tea  was  grown.  The  facts  re- 
gardmg  the  different  samples  are  sometimes 
put  on  the  bottom  of  tho  cups,  where  they 
cannot  be  seen.  The  cups  are  then  mixed 
op,  and  the  mfusions  tasted  again  and  sorted 
out  simply  by  their  flavors. 

A  great  deal  of  tea  may  be   tasted  before 
those  tea-drawings  are  finished.     It  is  hard 
to  tell  tho  amoimt  that  a  tea-taster  takes 
it  varies  a  great  deal 
with  tho  activity  of  business.     Few  of  the 
gentlemen  whom  I  asked  could  give  any 
idea.     Somotimes,   however,    as    many    as 
four  or  five  hundred  cups  aro  tasted  in  the 
day.     It  h  quite  the  custom  to  hav  c   to  be 
testing  tea  steadily  for  tho  most  of  the  day, 
for  hours  at  a  time.     Probably  an   a\  cmge 
of  two  hundred  c\ips  a  day   throughout  the 
year  is  a  low  cstimato.     The  poorer  kinds  of 
tea  are  often  not  sipped  at  aU,  but  the  sense 
of    smeU  i.s  depended    on.     Of  the  bettor

Ibon  nuts  are  now   sawed   by   machinery 
with  great  rai)idity.     The  kmd  of  nut  in  this 
case  is  of  ordinary  iron,  but  with  two  slots 
cut  at  right  angles  across  the  upper  surface, 
and  half  a.s  deep  as  the  nut,  so  that,  when  it 
is  turned  tight  upon  the  bolt,  the  grip  of  the 
wrench  closes  up  the  apertures  ho  much  that 
it  is  impossible  for  the  nut   to   work   loose. 
The  machme  will  cut  the  slots  m  the  redhot 
iron  as  fast  as  it  can  be  fed.     The  nuts  arc 
placed  upon  an  iron   plate   iu   front   of  the 
or»crator,  who  with  one   hand   pushes  them 
forward  until  they  drop  one  by  one  into  an 
oi)eu  box  fitted  to  them,    iu   which  they  arc 
moved  by  guage  agaiust  a  circular   saw*.     A 
motion  of  the  hand  then  turns  each   a  «piar- 
ter  of  the   way   round,    when   it  is  pushed 
agaiust    a    second    saw    for  the   other  «ht. 
Thus,  after  the  first  one  is  cut   into   iu   one 
du-ectiou,  two  aro   slotted   in   the   opi)Obitc 
directions    by   the   same   forward    jjressuro 
against  the  saws. 

An  unproved  revemug  key  for  electrom- 
eter work  is  among  i\i<i  recent  foreign  in- 
ventions. Its  superiority  to  the  ordinary 
forms  consife-ts  in  givuig  a  high  iusuktion, 
also  iu  the  small  cai)acity,  and  in  not  re- 
quiring the  hand  to  approach  closer  iu  order 
to  work  it.  It  is  formed  of  four  platinum 
wires,  arranged  iu  pau-s,  crossmg  one  an- 
other—oue  pair  crossing  between  the  other 
two.  These  are  the  terminals  aud  contact 
pieces  of  the  key.  The  middle  pair  are  mij)- 
jwrted  by  au  endless  .silk  thread,  which  nius 
ou  two  pulleys,  oue  of  these  being  fitted 
with  a  handle.  On  shuply  turning  this  ban- 
die  to  the  right  or  left,  the  two  middle  wires 
are  brought  into  contact  with  one  or  other 
of  the  two  outer  wires,  and  the  cuneut  re- 
versed as  may  be  desired.

AROUND  THE  \V(M{LU. 

The  '•  Vittoria,"  a  Spanish  vessel,  was  the 
first  ship  to  accomplish  the  circuit  of  the 
world.  Five  ships  with  a  complement  of 
two  hundred  and  thirty  men,  set  out  upon 
the  expedition  at  the  commencement  of  the 
sixteenth  century  from  the  port  of  San  Lu- 
car,  but  tho  Vittoria  came  back  alone  on 
the  (Jth  of  September,  15L'l',  after  an  ab- 
sence of  three  years  and  fourteen  tlays. 
bringing  eighteen  men  of  the  whole  force. 
The  commander  of  the  Vittoria  was  Sebas- 
tian del  Cono,  who  received  high  honors 
frem  his  countrj-.  The  tirst  English  eireum- 
navigation  of  the  globe  was  made  by  Sir 
Francis  Drake,  who  returned  September 
2G,  1U80,  after  an  absence  of  two  years  ! 
and  ten  months.  His  ship  was  the  "  Golden  i 
Hmd."

A  FLOBWA  ADFENTUJIE. 

To-day  tho  Florida  peninsula,  bouth 
of  the  ancignt  city  of  St.  Augustine,  is 
n«arly  as  much  o!  an  unknown  land  as 
when  those  old  Spanish  grandees,  De 
Soto  and  De  Leon,  were  ransacking  its 
almoat-impenetrable  jimgleB  in  Bearch 
of  gold  and  tho  fountain  of  pm-petual 
youth.  The  east  coast,  in  fact,  is  not 
iaearly  as  mtich  frequented  by  man  ns  it 
•was  in  the  old  Spanish  days. 

The  cxubei-ance  of  nature  in  that 
semi-tropical  climate  is  still  nuining 
wild  riot,  and  probably  will  continue  to 
do  BO  for  ages  to  come  ;  for,  as  a  dis- 
couraged settler  once  said  to  the  writer, 
"God  hasn't  finished  this  country' yet,, 
and  It's  no  use  standing  'round  in  His 
way." 

Soon  after  the  close  of  the  late  war  it  was 
the  fortune  of  H to  become  con- 
nected vdth  a  certain  company  of  hmi- 
bermen,  who  at  that  time  located  near 
Mosquito  inlet,  about  100  miles  south 
of  St.  Augustine, 

H— —  was  serving  the  company  in  a 
sort  of  general  capacity,  including  store- 
keeping,    time-keeping,    hunting    and 
fishing  and  barteiing  with  the  ncigh- 
l)or9  for  such  camp  supplies  a*  then- 
limited  amount  of  energy  could  afford. 
It  was  on  the  occasion  of  a  proposed 
excnrsion  to  old  man  Futch's  place  to 
procure  a  boat-load  of  sweet  pumpkins 
(we  should  call  them  squashes),  that  the 
incidents  of  our  bear  story  took  place. 
Old  man  Futch,  as  he  was  familiarly 
called,  was  one  of  the  nearest  neighboi-s,

A  minute  description  of  the  gentle- 
man bearing  the  euphonious  name  of 
"Futch,"  together  -with  his  bunound- 
ings,  his  house,  and  appurtenances,  and 
his  manner  of  living,  would  astonish 
most  New  England  bop. 

Mosquito  inlet,  after  breaking  through 
the  ridge  of  low,  white-sand  hillocks 
that  line  the  coast,  extends  its  waters 
both  north  and  south  in  narrow  lagoons 
parallel  with,  and  at  no  point  more  than 
three  miles  from  the  seashore,  thus 
forming  narrow  peninsulas  varying  in 
width  from  one  to  two  miles. 

The  north  peninsula  sustains  little  ex- 
cept a  rank  growth  of  shrubbery  over  its 
T7hole  extent,  consisting  principally  of 
the  low  palmetto,  which  produces  an 
abundance  cf  rich,  oily  berries,  of  which 
bears  are  exceedingly  fond. 
Between  sunset  and  dark,  on  a  single 

evening,  H has  counted  eight  full- 

KTOwn  bears,  that  would  average  to 
weigh  near  400,  swimming  tho  lagoon 
from  their  homes  in  the  dark  primeval 
forest  of  the  main  land,  in  quest  a  of 
supper  and  a  moonlight  promenade  en 

iSar^ninsula.        ...^ — ""^  l^'    " 

*A»,*  midnight,  when  the  bright  moon 
was  hanging  low  over  the  dark  Atlantic, 
away  out  where  tho  sky  and  waters 
seemed  to  meet,  her  gleaming  beams 
playiiig  hide-and-seek  -'vith  the  white- 
crest^  waves  chasing  far  up  the  hard 

,        sand  l>eadi,  H has  -watched,  from  a 

little  oough-house  in  tho  sand  hills,  an 
f!d  dam  and  her  two  cubs  cantering 
along  the  water's  edge,  occasionally 
stoppijig  as  the  incoming  waves  broke 
round  her  huge  feet,  with,  perhaps,  an 
ofTerii^g  of  some  unlucky  crab  or  other 
dainty  mouthful  from  ocean's  stordiouse 
-the  little  ones,  meantime,  scampering 
out  of  the  way,  only  to  follow  up  the  re- 
ceding -watci-s  with  their  gambols,  till  the 
next  Vhite-capped  roller  folded  itself 
over  v^th  a  cra^  and  boom  that  sent 
them  Hcrabbling  off  again. 

One  flue  morning  an  early  start  was 
made  from  camp  by  order  of  Maj.  Hoyt, 
who  wjs  general  superintendent,  -with  a 
good-natured  supplementary  command 
not  to  uome  back  without  bringing  some- 
thing 

The  party  consisted  of  a  Western  half- 
breed  Indian  called  John,  Gus  Hoyt,  a 
U-year-old  son  of  the  Major,  and  H 


The  ♦)utfit  was  made  up  of  a  common 
ship's  W\el,  an  old  Springfield  rifle,  a 
Ballard  rifle  and  Colt's  navy  revolver. 

The  '  yincl  was  fair  and  steady.  The 
tide  ser  ^ed  at  4  o'clock,  and  ten  minutes 
after  th  $  little  craft  was  afloat  with  her 
sail  filleR  and  lifted  along  at  a  rate  which 
sorai  pu|  •<  Camp  Orange  "  at  a  distance. 


On  past  low-lying  marshes,  covered 
with  coarse  grass,  and  dotted  here  and 
there  with  an  occasional  scraggly  man- 
grove, or  the  tall,  limbless  trunk  of  a 
pahnetto  palm.  On  through  narrow 
passages,  between  oyster  reefs  and 
shoiOB.  where  the  tide  eddies  and  wlurls 
like  a  mill-raoe,  the  little  craft  scud  m 
the  gray  morning. 

Bather  a  dubious  scene,  on  the  whole, 
till  the  sun's  rays  leapjd  over  the  sand- 
hills and  lit  up  the  old  black  forest  of 
pine,  live-oak  and  magnolia,  that  grew 
to  the  water's  edge  on  the  main  land. 

H was  at  the  helm,  intent  upon 

avoiding  reefs,  shoals  and  sandbars. 
Gus  managed  the  sheet-rope  with  a 
turn  round  a  belaying  pin,  as  dfrected 
by  the  steersman,  while  John  sat  with 
the  Ballard  rifle  across  his  lap,  quietly 
"watching  out," 

Never  a  word  had  he  spoken  since  the 
journey  began.  It  was  not  a  very  so- 
cial party  that  morning.  In  fact,  there 
vk-as  no  time  for  long  yams  or  gos.'jip, 
foi-  the  fifteen-miles  run,  made  in  about 
an  hour  in  the  uncertain  light  of  dawn, 
was  through  a  dangerous  locality  for 
navigating  with  such  speed.

HOW  COFFEE  VXME  TO  BE  USED  f 

It  is  some  what  ijiugular  to  trace  the  man- 
ner in  which  arose  the  use  of  the  common 
beverage  of  coffee,  without  which  few   per- 
sons, in  any  half  cr  fully  civilized  country 
in  the  world,  mako  breakfast.     At  the  time 
Columbus  discovered  America,  it  had  never 
been   known   or   used.    It  grew    only   in 
Arabia  and  Upper  Ethiopia.     The  discovery 
of  its  use  as  a  beverage  is  ascribed  to  the 
Superior  of  a  monastery  in  Arabia,  who, 
desirous   of   preventing    the  monks    from 
sleeping  at  their  nocturnal  services,   made 
them  drink  the  infusion  of  coflfce  upon  the 
reports  of  shepherds,  who  observed    that 
their  flocks  were  more  Hvely  after  browsing 
on  tho  fruit  of  that  plant.     Its  reputation 
spread  through  the  adjacent  countries,   and 
in  two  hundred  years  it  reached  Paris.    A 
single  plant,  brought  there  in  1714,  became 
the  parent  stock  of  all  the  French  coffee 
plantations  in  the  West  Indies.    The  Dutch 
introduced  it  mto  Java  and  the  East  Indies. 
The  extent  of  the  consumption  now   can 
scarcely  be  realized.    The   United   States 
alone  annually  consume  it  at  the  cost,  at  its 
landmg.  of  from  $ir>,000,000  to  $16,000,000.

There  are,  says  Dr.  Dana,  probably  more 
than  a  hundred  firms  engaged  hi  tea-tastmg 
in  New  York.     In  all  of  their  offices  there 
are  large  tables  with  round  revolving  lops. 
A  circle  of  teacups  is  placed  along  the  edge 
of  those.     Tho  tea-taster  sits  down  before 
the  display  of  crockery  and  tastes  one  cup 
after  another,  moving  the  table  top  around. 
In  the  centre  of  the  table  is  a  pair  of  scales 
with  a  silver  half-dime  in  one  of  the  bal- 
ances.    One  or  two  large  kettles  are  kept 
constantly    with   boiUng    water   in    them. 
When  a  sample  of  tea  b  to  be  tasted,  as 
much  is  weighed  out  as  will  balance  half- 
dime.     Thie  is  put  in  a  teacup  and  the  boil- 
ing  water  poured  on.     Th©  tea-taster  then 
Bths  up  the  lea\  es,  Uf  tc  them  on  his  spoon, 
and  mhales  the  aroma.     At  the  same  tune 
he  generally  takes  a  sip  of  the  infusion, 
holds  it  m  his  mouth  for  a  short  tune,   and 
then  spits  it  out.     Enormous  brass  cuspa- 
doree,  holdmg  two  or  three  gallons,  receive 
the  tea  thus  tasted  and  tho  contents  of  the 
cups  that  have  bceu  examined.    On  some 
occasions,  when  a  large  amount  of  tea  of  a 
certain  kmd  is  to  be  bought,    many  samples 
of  tliis  are  brought  in  from  different  houses. 
The  buyers  and  sellers  sit  around  the  rc- 
volvmg  table  with  the  samples  made  into 
hifusions  in  the  cups  before   them.     Those 
arc  tasted  all  around,    the    "body,"    "fine- 
ness," "toastiness,"  Ac,  are  learnedly  dis- 
cussed, and  the  poorer  specimens  discarded. 
Then  those  that  arc  left  arc  tasted  again  and 
tho  number  farther  reduced.     So  it  goes  on 
until  the  article  which  unites  tho  desired 
quahty  and  price  is  obtained. 

The  skill  displayed  at  these  "drawings" 
is  quite  remarkable.  A  tea-taster  >riU  de- 
tect  not  only  tho  quality  of  tea  as  regards 
ago,  strength,  flavor,  fineness,  Ac,  but  he 
can  tell  in  which  of  the  numerous  districts 
in  China  tho  tea  was  grown.  The  facts  re- 
garding the  different  samples  are  sometimes 
put  on  tho  bottom  of  the  cups,  where  they 
cannot  be  seen.  The  cups  are  thou  mixed 
up,  and  tho  infusions  tastod  again  and  sorted 
out  simply  by  their  flavors. 

A  great  deal  of  tea  may  be   tasted  before 
these  tea-drawings  arc  finished.     It  is 


The  dullness  which  had  so  weighed  upon 
OS  through  the  long,'  uneventful  afternoon,     an  mgenious  manner, 
was  but  a  lull,  we  soon  learned,   not  a  stag- 
nation.     With  the  first  approach  of  dark- 
ness,  the  lethaigio  town  rubbed  its  eyes,  so 
to  speak,  and  leaped  to  its  feet— and  in  a 
twmkling,  it  seemed  (.like  an  mcantation, 
Eastman  said),  Grand  avenue  was  a  carnival 
of  fight,  and  motion,  and  music.

large,  deep  tank,  with  a  reedy  margm.  and 
that  in  the  center  of  this  tank  there  is  a  flock 
of  wildfowl.  The  fisherman  stealthily  ap 
preaches  the  reeds  and  lets  himself  down 
into  tho  water.  He  brings  with  him  a  cou- 
ple of  logs  of  wood,  sufficient  to  float  him 
a  very  large  earthen  pot,  mto  the  sides  of 
which  numerous  holes  have  been  driUed  ; 
some  twine  and  two  or  three  tame  ducks ; 
and  having  these,  he  now  proceeds  to  cut 
some  of  the  tank-side  rushes. 

After  this,  he  goes  on  to  put  his  head  m- 
dde  the  inverted  eai-thouware  ix)t.  around 
which  ho  artfully  disposes  the  rushes.  He 
goes  on  then  to  fasten  tho  pot  to  his  shoul- 
ders, and  to  tie  tho  tamo  ducks  to  the  logs 
of  wood,  by  slack  strings  a  few  feet  long, 
and  next  ventures  out  of  the  rushes,  and 
paddles  noiselessly  off  to  the  flock  of  wild- 
fowl m  the  centre  of  tho  tank.  These  only 
see  a  heap  of  nishcs,  an  inverted  earthen- 
ware pot,  and  a  couple  of  logs  of  wood  float 
ing  toward  them.  Whatever  suspicions 
they  may  bo  apt  to  entertain,  arc  quickly 
dispelled  by  the  sight  of  the  lame  ducks 
swimming  about  the  pot,  logs  and  nishes. 

The  fisherman  at  length  gets  into  tho  ceu- 
tcr  of  the  flock,  and  it  is  at  once  at  his 
mercy.  AU  he  has  to  do  is  quietly  to 
stretch  out  his  hand  under  water,  and  pull 
suddenly  down  by  the  legs  the  nearest  wild- 
fowl. He  docs  this  with  a  jerk— there  is  no 
noise  and  no  flutter— and  the  moment  ho 
has  the  ■wild-fowl  he  has  captured  fairly 
down,  he  wrings  its  neck  and  attaches  it  to 
tho  twine  about  his  person.  Half  an  hour  is 
quite  sufficient  for  him  to  kiU  a  hvmdred  wild- 
fowl ;  but  he  prefciTi  a  hghtcr  load  to  carrj 
to  his  neighlwring  \-illogc,  so  he  satisfies 
himself  with,  say  a  score,  and  floats  away 
^\iih  his  tamo  ducks  round  him  just  in  the 

manner  he  came.

to  tcfl  the  amoimt  that  a  tea-tastor  takes 


the  main  umch  the  kind  of  scene  one  would 


dming  the  day,  for  it  varies  a  great  deal 
with  tho  activity  of  business.     Few  of  the 
gentlemen  whom  1  asked  could  give  any 
idea.     Somotunes,   however,    as    many    as 
four  or  five  hundred  cups  are   tasted  in  the 
day.     It  is  quite  the  custom  to  have  to  be 
testing  tea  steadily  for  tho  most  of  tho  liay, 
for  hours  at  a  tunc.     Probably   au   average 
of  two  hundred  cups  a  day   throughout  tho 
year  is  a  low  estimate.     The  poorer  kinds  of 
tea  are  often  not  sipped  at  all,  but  the  sense 
of    smcU  is  depended    on.     Of  tho  better 
qualities  of  tea,  some  is  swallowed  and  some 
spit    out.     Indeed,    whenever    the    tea    is 
taken  into  tho  mouth  a  Uttle  of  it  is  swal- 
lowed.    Tho  tea  gets  into  tho  system,  there- 
fore,  in  three  ways— by  inhalation,    by  ab 
sorption  through  the  oral  mucous  membmnc 
and  by  tho  stomach.     More   tea  is  simply 
taken  into  the  mouth  without  swallowing 
than  is  inhaled  alone  ;  but  afi  the  tea  is  in- 
haled, even  if  it  is  tasted  also.     It  is  only  a 
smaU  proportion,   amouutmg  to  not  more 
than  two  or  three  cups  a  day,  that  is  swal- 
lowed.    A  sUvcr  flvc-ccnt  piece  weighs  1.18 
grms.  (gr.  xviii.)    Estimating  that  au  aver- 
ago  of  200  cups  of  tea  aro  tasted  per  day, 
about  one-half  of  a  pound  would  represent 
the  whole  amount  used.

His  cartel  do  ^iaite  make  the  fortune  of 
photographers.     The  Kmg  of  Portugal  has 
eighteen   first   names,   his  eldest    sou    has 
twenty,  and  his  youage'it  twenty-nine.    Ouo 
of  tho  kiugj  of  Portugal,    according  to  a 
Spanish  story,  got  lost  in  the   woods  A\hilo 
hunting.     Coming  late  at  night  u}>on   a  lit- 
tle country  inn.  he  knocked  and  demaixled 
shelter.     Tho  landlord    put    his    head  out 
of  the  wiudow  r.ud  asked  who   wius  there. 
His  majesty  rcpUed  by  giving  his  names  and 

titles. 

"  Excuse  mo  sir,"  said  tho  kndlord,  "I 
havou'i  room  iu  my  house  for  so  many  peo- 
ple," and  lie  shut  down  the  window  and  left 
the  kiug  out  in  the  cold. 

Tho  title  of  King  of  Jenisalem  is  borne 
by  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  the  ex-king  of 
Naples,  and  the  Prince  de  Lusiguau.

Oscai-  aLo  caUs  himself  Kiug*of  the  Wends, 
and  Chiistian  Kmg  of  tho  Vaudal;^.  The 
grand  duke  of  Mechlcnberg-Strelitz  vj  a 
general  of  cavaliy  iu  the  Russian  army, 
colonel  of  infantry  in  the  Hungarian  army, 
and  a  doctor  of  law  in  Oxford  University. 


the  colors  often  merging   into  blue,    greon, 
pmk  and  gold.     Near  the  edge   the   shcU  is 
very  thin  and  delicate,    but  hard  to   break. 
The  Indians  saw  it  into  pieces,  some  round, 
others  square,  oblong  or  pendant,  and  these 
they    string    together    by    means    of   wire 
passed  through   Uttle  holes  bored  in    the 
pieces.

A  large  brass 
ring  for  the  car  genoraUy  begms  a  Sioux 
earring,  and  to  this  are  himg  five  or  six  pen- 
dants, made  of  beads,    supported  on  wure> 
to  those  pendants  aro  attached  a  crosspiece 
of  green  hide  or  wool,  then  another  column 
of  pendants.     To  these  are  himg  large  and 
smaU  beads,   then  another  crosspiece  and 
next  three  largo   wampum   beads,    beneath 
which  is  suspended  the  piece  of  sheU  that 
gives  tho  eaning   its  value.     A  shell  wiU 
mako    one  pair  of  rings,  and  it   goneraUy 
costs  two  robes,   or  $(5.     Thoy  arc  some- 
thing over  a  foot   long   and   from   three   to 
foiir  inches  in  breadth  at  their  widest  por- 
tion.    What    the    ears  of  the   Indians  iu-e 
made  of,  to  withstand  such  a  strain,    is  a 
mystery,  but  pride  and  vanity  teU   tho  story 
of  savage  as  well  as  the  more  civilized  dweU- 
srs  in  cities  and  towns.

FRENCH  COINS, 

At  the  French  muit  arc  shown  now  speci- 
mens of  a  coin  which  wUl  bo  the  blue   rib- 
bons of  numismatists  of  tho  future.     Those 
are  five-fi-anc  pieces  stmck  during  the  roign 
of  the  Commune.     At  first  sight  they  have 
aU  tho  appearance  of  coins  of  like  value  uu- 
der  the  empire ;  but  there  is  a  difference, 
and  it  thus  occurred  ;    When  the  Commu- 
nists  began   to   ran   short,   of  cash,   thoy 
wanted  to  coin  some  ncw-fashioncd  money, 
but  were  informed  that  no  workman  compe- 
tent   for  the  task  could  possibly  be  got. 
Consequently  they  were  compeUed  to  go  on 
usmg  Napoleon's  dies.     Camelinat,  however, 
who    was    then    Master    of    the  Mint,  be- 
thought him  of  a  sUght  innovation.     On  one 
side  of  the  fivo-franc  pieces  of  Napoleon  aro 
three  emblems,  one  of  which  is  a  bee,  rep. 
rosentmg  tho  sign  of  the   Director  of  tne 
Mmt.     ComeUnat  replaced  the    boo    by  a 
trident.     About  1,200,000    francs  of  these 
corns  were  stmck,  but  had  hardly  been  com- 
pleted when  the  troops  entered  Paris,   and 
nearly  all  these  coins  were  despatched  to  be 
melted  and  recast. 


A  music  haU  singer  named  Paulus  at  the 
La  Scala,  ililan,  Italy,  appeared  before  the 
Tribunal  cf  Correctional  Police  lately  to  an- 
swer a  charge  of  a'^sault  committed   in  de- 
fence of  his  professional  dignity.     The  feud 
between  the  artist  and  the  compbinant,   a 
spectator  named  Cassier,  "special  agent  for 
a'rial    communications    to    the  Ministry  of 
War,"  as  ho  described  himself  in   the  sum- 
mons, but  who  is  knowTi  to  the  world  as  a 
breeder  of  carrier  pigeons,  appeavK  to  have 
had,  as  usual,  a  woman  at  the  bottom  of  it, 
Paulus,  as  stage  manager,  having  inflicted  a 
fine  on  a  lady  artist  in  whom  M.  Cassier  took 
a  special  interest.     From  that   moment  Cas- 
sier, who  was  a  constant  attendant  at  the 
concerts,  manifested  his  contempt  for  Pau- 
liui  by  openiDg  wide  a  newspaper  and  pre- 
tending to  read  it  each  time  that  Paulus 
came  forAvard  to  smg     This  mark  of  indif- 
ference was  more  than  the  vanity  of  the  first 
tenor  coidd  bear,  and  Paulus,  takmg  ad>  an- 
tage  of  a  comic  song  in  which  he  had  to  ad- 
dress the  audience,  said,  impromptu : 

"  There  are  some  spectators  who  listen  to 
the  artist  with  a  bow,  and  some  who  read 
then-  newspaper,  and  they  (pointedly;  are 
not  the  most  inteUigent." 

This  apostrophe,  however,  produced  no 
effect  on  Cassier,  who  feigned  not  to  hear 
and  Paulus,  stiU  more  irate,  waited  for  Lis 
advei-sarj'  on  the  boulevard  at  the  close  of 
the  concert,  and  addresed  him  in  gross  tau:- 
guage,  threatening  to  puU  his  cars.  For 
this  gi-osu  outbreak  he  has  now  been  con- 
demned to  pay  fifty  fi-ancs  fine,  a  like  sum 
for  damages,  and  tlM  costs  o|  4m  OUt*

It  is  goofl  for  a  )u;i!i  to  be  cheeked, 
cro««ed.  dif-appoiutcd,  maile  to  feel  \x\n 
own  ignorance,  weiUiucs.  folly  ^ made  to 
feel  his  need  of  tiod— to  feel  that  in  spite 
of  all  his  cunning  aud  self-coufidence.  he 
is  no  better  oflf  in  this  world  tlmn  a  lost 
child  in  a  dark  forest,  unless  he  lias  a  Father 
iu  heaven  who  loves  him  with  an  eternal 
love,  .and  a  Holy  Sjirii  v.ho  will  ^ivo  him  a 
right  judgment  iu  .ill  thiujcv,^  auj  ^  jjaviour 
who  can  be  touched  with  the  feelmg  of  his 
infinuities. 
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•  nki!  employment  of  bisulphide  of  carbon 
has  of  late  become  much  extended,  and  the 
substance  is  now  manufactured  on  a  very 
large  scale,  and  used  in  many  branches  cf 
the  arts.  Its  peculiar  ^aluo  is  exhibited  in 
the  following  processes  and  applications, 
among  many  :  The  complete  extraction  of 
fat  from  bones  for  the  preparation  of  bone- 
black,  ten  or  twelve  per  cent,  of  fat  being 
thus  obtained ;  the  extraction  of  od  from 
seeds  and  oUves,  large  quantities  of  oUvo 
oil,  rape  oil.  Unseed  od,  hemp  seed  oil,  palm 
oil  and  cotton  seed  oil  being  procured  iu  this 
manner;  the  extraction  of  sulphur  from 
sidphurous  earth,  and  of  bitumen  from  bitu- 
minous rocks ;  the  separation  of  fat  from 
wool,  woollen  tissues,  and  rags  from  machine 
shops ;  the  extraction  of  the  soluble  princi- 
ple of  spices ;  the^manufacture  of  yellow 
prussiate  of  potash ;  and  for  the  preparation 
of  a  solution  of  phosi>horus  in  bisulphide  of 
carbon,  with  which  projectiles  for  rifled 
guns  are  filled.  AU  systems  of  engines,  too, 
can  be  nm  with  bisulphide  of  carbon, 
which,  as  is  well  known,  bods  at  115  degrees 
Fah.  The  construction  requires  no  essen- 
tial alteration. 

It  is  weU  known  that  one  of  tho  methods 
of  treating  sewage  matters  by  precipitation 
consists  in  adding  the  acid  or  soluble  phos- 
phate of  Ume — what  is  commerciaUy  known 
as  superphosphate — and  subsequently  intro- 
ducing milk  of  lime.  This  addition  is  sup- 
posed to  bring  back  the  superphosphate  to 
jts  original  insoluble  state  as  tri-basic  phos- 
phate of  Ume — bone  earth — carrj'ing  down 
with  it  more  or  less  of  the  animal  substance 
present  in  the  sewage  mass.  If  this  pro- 
ceeding bo  carried  on  in  distiUed  water,  the 
phosphoric  acid  wiU  be  precipitated  in  an 
insoluble  state.  Sewage,  however,  is  known 
to  contain  common  salt  in  considerable 
quantity,  as  also  salts  of  ammonia,  starch 
and  glue,  aU  which  substances  have  a  de- 
cidedly solvent  action  upon  recently  preci- 
pitated phosphate  of  Ume,  and  a  stiU  more 
powerftd  action  in  preventing  its  perfect 
precipitation.  It  is  urged,  therefore,  that  if 
the  phos7)hate  of  lime  process  were  adopted 
on  a  large  scale,  a  considerable  quantity  of 
phosphate  of  lime  must  be  wasted  and  add 
to  tho  impurities  already  present  in  the 
sewage. 

In  his  investigations  of  the  limit  of  accu- 
rat<'  microscopical  measurement,  Prof, 
liogcrs  has  found  that  two  experienced  ob- 
servers can  measure  the  distance  between 
two  liuc^,  aud  obtain  figures  agreeing  within 
such  narrow  limits  that  they  are  almost 
identical.  According  to  the  conclusions 
dniwn  by  I'rof.  K..  two  etjuaUy  skdlful  ob 
servers  can  measure  the  same  s])a«o  within 
abtMit  l-.':.o(Mtth  of  an  inch,  if  the  space  does 
not  ex'-Ccd  l,.J0Oth  of  an  inch,  whde  for  a 
spine  of  l-iooth  of  an  ich,  tho  deviation 
wUl  probably  amount  to  l-8,fJ0Oth  of  au 
inch,  in  case  tho  measurements  are  made 
with  a  filar  micrometer.  Again,  the  aver- 
age deviation  for  accumulated  errors,  under 
biuular  conditions,  is  not  far  from  l-.lj^KKJth 
of  au  inch  for  eleven  inter^■als  ;  while,  in 
the  case  of  a  larger  number  of  intervals,  tho 
amount  of  doiation  wiU  be  somewhat 
larger,  though  it  w^Jl  not  be  proportioned  to 
the  number  of  intervals. 

Ikon  nuts  are  now  sawed  l>y  iimchiurry 
with  great  rajjiiUty.  The  kind  of  nut  in  this 
case  is  of  ordinary  iron,  but  with  two  slots 
cut  at  right  angles  across  the  upper  surface, 
and  half  as  deep  as  the  nut,  so  that,  when  it 
is  ttirued  tight  iii>ou  the  bolt,  the  gri]j  of  the 
%vTench  closes  up  the  apertures  so  much  that 
it  is  impossible  for  the  nut  to  work  loose. 
The  machine  will  cut  the  slots  in  the  rcdhot 
iron  as  fast  as  it  cau  be  fed.  Tho  nuts  are 
placed  ui)on  an  iron  plate  in  frout  of  the 
operator,  who  with  oue  hand  pushes  them 
forward  uutil  they  droj)  one  by  oue  into  an 
open  box  fitted  to  them,  in  which  they  are 
moved  by  guage  against  a  circular  saw.  A 
motion  of  the  hand  then  turns  each  a  quar- 
ter of  the  way  rouud,  when  it  is  pushed 
against  a  second  saw  for  the  other  sUt. 
Thus,  after  the  first  oue  is  cut  iuto  iu  one 
direction,  two  are  slotted  in  the  opposite 
directions  by  the  same  forward  pressure 
agaiust  the  saws. 

An  improved  reversing  key  for  electrom- 
eter  work  is  among  the  recent  foreign  in- 
ventions. Its  superiority  to  the  ordinary 
forms  consists  in  giving  a  high  insuhition, 
also  in  the  smaU  capacity,  and  in  not  re- 
quiring the  hand  to  approach  closer  iu  order 
to  work  it.  It  is  formed  of  four  platinnm 
wires,  iinauged  in  paii-s,  crossing  oue  an- 
other— one  pair  crossing  between  the  other 
two.  These  are  the  terminals  and  coutact 
pieces  of  the  key.  Tho  middle  i>airare  suji- 
ported  by  an  endless  silk  thread,  which  nir.s 
on  two  puUeys,  oue  of  these  being  fitted 
with  ii  hantUc.  On  simplj,  tuiiiiug  thi>- han- 
dle to  the  right  or  left,  the  two  middle  wires 
are  brought  iuto  coutact  with  one  or  other 
of  the  two  outer  wires,  and  the  current  re- 
versed as  may  be  desired. 

Dinglek's  Polytechni':  Jouimd  says  that 
d  inurtar  cau  be  prepared  admirably  adiijited 
for  plastering  walls  and  roofs  iu  moist  locali- 
ties,  by  mixing  fresldy  slacked  lime  and  saw- 
dust made  from  verj-  soft  wood  -ratiur 
fibrous  than  granular — and  using  only 
enough  lime  to  attach  itself  to  the  surface 
without  tUfficulty.  These  two  ingredients 
combhied  foi-m,  it  is  found,  a  complete  felt- 
ing, which  seems  as  if  impregnated  with 
lime,  and  so  tought  that  a  blow  affects  only 
tho  spot  where  it  falls,  without  loosening 
the  general  ma.ss.  This  kind  of  mortar 
is  said  to  be  especiaUy  adapted  for  plas- 
tering coffer-dam  work,  the  in.side  of  wells, 
cob  waU-,  Ac.  and,  when  rooms  arc  plas- 
tered with  it,  they  may  be  papered  iu  a  few 
weeks.

THE  DE.XERT  OF  MAIIAH.^. 

A.  M.  Largeau,  in  1874,  visited  the  vaUey 
of  tho  Igarghar  with  tho  intention  of  branch- 
ing off  to  Rhadames  to  study  the  commerce 
of  that  oasis  and  test  the  practicabUity  of  di- 
verting to  Algeria  the  caravans  that  come 
there  by  this  central  route  from  Soudan. 
He  questioned  the  chambas  on  tho  causes  of 
the  drying  of  the  great  Saharan  streams, 
aud  found  that  aU  agreed  ui  saying  that 
these  dead  rivers  once  ran  fuU  through  a 
coimtry  more  fertile  than  the  Tell  Tthc  re- 
gion north  of  the  Athis  Mountain's  crest) 
but  could  only  explain  it  by  legends  more 
interesting  than  satisfactory.  M.  Largeau 
gives  the  foUowing  explanation  of  tho 
change :  It  is  known  that  pastoral  people 
have  always  been  great  dostroycrs  of  forests, 
for  they  need  huge  sjtaces  of  clear  grotmd 
to  feed  the  flock>  that  form  their  wealth, 
lufi  to  promote  security  against  the  wUd 
beasts  that  lurk  in  forests.  Eveu  now  the 
.ygcriau  Arabs  arc  seen  tiring  the  woods  to 
enlarge  the  narrow  Uaiits  imposed  upon 
them  by  colonization.  So,  although  the 
great  Sahara  streams  have  uot  bccu  ex- 
plored to  their  somxes,  yet  it  is  known  that 
they  tommcnco  on  the  bare  plateaux  that 
but  skeletons  of  highls  onco  wooded  and 
fertile.  All  iiccouuts  of  tho  inhabitants  of 
these  regions  agree  on  that  point.  Conse- 
quent upon  the  destnictiou  of  tho  forcbts 
the  periodical  rains  were  rejilaeed  by  rare 
.md  short  though  violent  storms,  tho  waters 
from  which,  instead  of  soaking  iu  as  in  past 
ages,  sUp  by  on  the  rocky  masses,  canyiug 
away  the  rich  ^urfacc  mold,  and  biingiug 
about  the  drj'iug  of  the  springs,  and,  as  a 
direct  consequence,  of  the  rivcin. 

THE  "  VlMVll  DK  J.I.*»." 

At  a  receut  lueetiug  of  the  Parib  Munici- 
pal Council  it  was  proposed  to  remove  the 
"  Fleur  dc  Li-s"  ^o  long  the  emblem  of 
francc,  from  aU  the  pubUc  buildings.  The 
[)roi>osal  was  rejected  by  tho  Council, 
though  it  is  uot  improbable  that  it  may  bo 
reiieated  ou  another  occasion.  The  First 
Najwleou  rose  superior  to  such  petty  intol- 
tranco,  and  it  related  of  him  that  as  he  was 
idmiriug  one  day  the  beauties  of  the  Cathc- 
ilral  of  Ausch,  ho  perceived  thiit  certain 
portions  of  the  building  were  covered  with 
irapery.  On  his  incpuring  the  reason,  ho 
was  answered  that  it  had  been  feared  that 
mcicut  emblems  would  tUspleasc  his  Ma- 
jesty. "What,  Flcura  dc  Lis!"  he  ex- 
claimed let  them  be  uncovered  immediately. 
For  centuries  they  led  the  French  to  victory 
as  my  eagles  are  doing  to-day.  The  sign 
should  remain  beloved  and  respected." 
Aud  the  Fleurs  de  Lis  of  Ausch  made  their 
reappearance. 

A  STREET  SCENE  IN  PAN.V.UA. 


The  washerwoman's  art  is  a  very  neces- 
sary if  not  particularly  elevated  oue,  says 
the  Panama  Herald,  and  no  one  with  proper 
sympathy  for  a  large,  laborious  aud  not  par- 
tictdarly  highly  remunerated  class  woidd 
think  for  a  moment  to  circumscribe  theu- 
Uberty  or  render  their  weai-y  task  mere  bm'- 
densome.  However,  we  think  it  is  not  one 
of  their  inherent  rights  to  occupy  the 
streets  with  their  clotheslines — to  string 
them  along  above  tho  sidewallis,  where, 
burdened  with  their  dripping  load,  they 
compel  the  passer-by  to  seek  the  middle  of 
the  streets  ;  or,  projected  by  long  polos  stiU 
farther  into  the  street,  they  constantly  en- 
danger tho  safety  of  licrsons  mounted  upon 
or  driving  Kpirilcd  and  nervous  animals,  as 
weU  as  interfere  with  orcUnary  travel.  We 
recommend  the  matter  to  the  consideration 
of  the  governor,  aud  hope  to  see  the  nuis- 
ance abated.

To  preserve  woollens  from  moths — Give 
them  to  the  poor. 

To  keep  bread  from  moulding — Give  it 
to  the  poor  woman  who  keeps  boarder  and 
hens. 

To  prevent  cake  from  getting  dry — Give 
the  small  boy  access  to  the  pantry. 

To  clean  lamp  chimneyB — Soak  them  in 
boiling  suds  an  hour ;  tiieu  rinse  in  cold 
water,  wring  out  and  hang  ia  a  basket  to 
dry.  Of  course,  they  will  be  broken  into 
small  bits;  but  it  matters  little.  They 
would  have  been  broken  about  as  soon  if 
you  had  not  tried  to  clean  them.  It  is  con- 
siderable satisfaction  to  know  that  the  pieces 
are  clean,  if  the  chimney  is  broken. 

To  iron  starched  clothes — The  best  way 
is  to  keep  your  iron,  somebody  else  doing 
this.  So  nothing  farther  need  bo  said  under 
this  bead. 

To  make  preserves  keep  all  winter — Don't 
cat  them. 

To  crochet  tidies — No,  we  shan't  tell. 
We  have  some  regard  for  our  male  readers, 
and  we  know  how  utterly  a  Inan  despises  a 
tidy. 

To  trim  lamps— Do  not  cut  the  wick 
straight  across  ;  this  looks  too  set.  Cut  it 
angling,  which  will  harmonize  with  the  bias 
fold  the  flame  will  have  when  the  lamp  is 
hghted,  besides  lending  a  sombre  hue  to  the 
chimney,  thus  removing  the  bizarre  look  of 
the  glaring  glass.  If  you  would  see  start- 
ling effects,  trim  while  burning. 

To  build  a  fire — You're  a  fool  if  you 
learn.  It  Is  here  where  ignorance  is  bliss, 
indeed. 

To  bring  a  pump— Get  a  wheelt>arrow  or 
hire  the  expressman. 

To  make  Lash— 'Sh !  this  is  a  mystery  and 
can  be  only  told  in  confidence. 

To  make  your  stove  shine — Grease  it. 

To  exterminate  roaches — Scatter  insect 
powder,  powdered  borax  and  nitro-glycerine 
about  the  premises,  then  bum  the  house 
down.  The  roaches  will  never  trouble  that 
house  again,  though  a  few  of  the  tougher 
ones  will  be  on  hand  to  move  in  as  soon  as 
the  frame  of  the  new  one  is  plastered  in.

A  lucocfs  for  cleaning  barrels  is  de- 
scribed in  a  Belgiaa  ymratl,  four  barrels  be- 
ing washed  at  once,  inside  and  outside,  by 
means  of  the  device.  Inthe  centre  of  thi'' 
Qiachine  is  a  shaft,  on  which  a  piece  of 
metal  is  so  arranged  that  four  iron  hoops 
about  three  feet  in  diameter  can  be  bolted 
on,  these  four  hoops  having  each  two  sheet- 
iron  plates  mounted  on  pivots,  and  between 
these  plates  an  attachment  screw  catches  the 
iMurels.  Brushes  lixed  on  springs  are 
placed  on  a  hoop  outidde  the  machine,  and 
BO  Arranged  as  to  touc:h  the  four  barrels  at 
the  same  time,  the  circle  of  brushes  being 
eccentric  to  the  shaft.  A  reservoir  under 
the  machine  has  hot  water  for  washing  the 
outside  of  the  barrels.  A  chain  brush  is 
placed  in  the  interior  of  the  barrel.  The 
machine  is  worked  by  an  ordinary  pulley 
fixed  on  the  main  shaft,  this  latter  carrying 
the  four  barreL>  round,  like  the  sails  of  a 
windmill.  The  exterior  brushes,  being  sta- 
tionary, produce  a  friction  on  the  barrels 
which  causes  them  to  rotate  on  their  pivots, 
so  that  two  circular  movements  are  obtained 
at  the  same  time.  The  tables  of  the  screws 
throw  water  on  the  barrels  when  they  come 
to  the  upper  part,  so  that  they  are  contin- 
ually kept  wet. 

The  results  and  economics  of  traction  en- 
gines, as  used  upoLi  the  common  roads  of 
India,  are  set  forth  m  a  recent  official  re- 
port. It  appears  that,  on  level  roads,  such 
engines  can  be  reUed  on  to  work  a  service 
of  trains  with  great  regularity  and  at  a  fair 
rate  of  speed,  and  th£.t  goods  can  be  earned 
at  four  miles  an  hour,  and  passengers  at 
eight  miles.  At  these  speeds,  the  cost  of  a 
train  containing  fifteen  tons  of  goods,  or 
about  seven  tons  of  passengers,  was  about 
fifty  cents  per  train  mile.  It  is  further 
stated  that  the  rubber  tires,  as  used  in  such 
running,  are  of  great  service  in  reducing  the 
cost  of  the  ordinwy  <-2ngine  repairs,  and  in 
giving  the  needed  uniformity  of  adhesion, 
without  in  the  least  degree  damaging  the 
surface  of  the  roads— in  retiun  for  which 
advantages,  the  cost  of  maintaining  such 
tires  is  found  not  to  exceed  throe  cents  per 
train  mile. 

"■  Authentic  details  have  come  from  Berlin 
of  Sicmen's  new  electric  locomotor.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Vvlks  Zcitung  only  a  techni- 
cal difficulty  relating  to  the  connection  of 
the  axle  with  the  bc-dy  of  the  vehicle  re- 
mains to  bo  overcomij  before  the  now  elec- 
tric carriage  is  ready  for  use.  The  inventors 
have  made  an  offer  to  work  the  BerUn  city 
railway  with  their  electrical  machinery.  The 
^m  of  Siemens  &  Halske  propose  to  con- 
struct a  whole  system  of  high  level  lines  over 
the  tops  of  the  houses  and  the  heads  of  the 
.walkers.  The  pillars  of  the  gas  lamps  oil 
one  side  of  the  pavement  and  an  iron  sup- 
port on  the  inner  sidtJ  arc  to  bear  the  weight 
of  this  airy  railroad.  In  the  event  of  the 
project  being  carried  out,  single  carnages 
divided  into  a  man's  compartment  and  a 
woman's  compartment  arc  to  be  attached  to 
the  electrical  locomotive. 

Fob  use  in  tclegrajihy,  aliimiuiuu  is  found 
to  possess  double  the  conducting  power  of 
iron,  and  can  be  made  into  extremely  thin 
wires.  The  high  price  of  the  metal  and  the 
difficulty  of  large  prcduction  arc,  of  course 
great  obstacles  in  the  way.  But,  as  appears 
from  the  technical  journals,  it  can  at  least 
be  produced  in  quantities  siifficient  to  give 
an  alloy  with  iron  suitable  for  use  as  tele 
graph  wire,  thinner  and  better  conducting 
than  the  ordinary  wire.  The  light  weight 
of  such  wire  give  it  a  special  value  for  cer- 
tain  purposes.  With  regard  to  the  produc- 
tion of  alumintun  ui  quantity  sufficient  for 
the  plumose,  it  is  thought  that  the  tolerably 
abundant  cryolite  foimd  in  Greenland  might 
furnish  the  raw  material,  and  a  reduction 
of  it  in  smelting  works,  by  means  of  siU- 
cious  iron  or  zinc  ere,  would  perhaps  bo 
practicable. 

Attention  is  di-a«u  to  a  process  for  mak- 
ing steel  from  phosphoric  pig,  with  the  aid 
of  fluorspar  aud  iron  ore,  in  an  improved 
gas  reverberatory  furnace  Uned  with  lune  or 
magnesiau  Ume,  so  prepared  that  it  can  be 
put  in  OS  dust  and  harden  rapidly  under  the 
action  of  a  high  heat,  thus  rendering  re- 
pairs an  easy  matter.  The  waste  is  replaced 
by  the  amoimt  of  metal  reduced  from  the 
ore,  while  the  value  of  Uie  clay  produced  is 
considered  equal  to  one-half  the  cost  of  the 
fluorspar.  Experiments  are  said  to  show 
that  the  action  of  fluorine  and  oxygen  re- 
moves the  silicon,  phosphorus  uud  one-half 
the  carbon  m  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes, 
while  the  remainder  of  the  cnrbou  is  re- 
moved in  from  one  to  tw o  hour-;  by  charging 
ore.  The  economy  df  this  process  i:s  claim- 
ed to  be  a  special  ad\  antage. 

AcconniNG  to  a  recent  article  in  Efiffi. 
neering^  the  leading  organ  of  its  kind  in 
London;  the  cost  of  the  new  or  Siemeu's 
tougjicned  glass  is  about  the  same  per  ton  as 
that  «)f  cast  iron,  but.  as  the  specific  gravity 
is  only  about  one-third  that  of  iron,  the  cost 
of  any  article  of  given  dimensions  is,  of 
comse,  materially  less.  The  material,  taya 
this  paper,  has  as  yet  been  too  recently  in- 
troduced, and  too  Uttle  is  known  of  its  real 
characteristics,  to  emkblc  any  very  decided 
opinion  to  be  formed  as  to  its  future  capa- 
bihties ;  but,  notwithstanding  this,  the  re- 
sults of  the  experiments  so  far  made  with 
the  material  are  certainly  of  an  exceedingly 
promising  character,  and  the  further  devel- 
opment of  its  apphcation  wiU  be  watched 
with  much  interest.

MERCHANT  Ah

No  ship  of  war,  up  to  a  very  recent  date, 
liad  been  constructed  with  a  speed  and  ooal- 
canying  capacity  combined  neariy  equal  to 
the  fastest  merchant  ships  navigating  the 
ocean.  We  have  built,  and  so  have  our 
neighbors,  faster  ships  armed  than  any  |  of 
the  great  lines  of  packet  and  other  steamers, 
but  neither  of  us  have  built  armed  ships 
which  could  carry  a  coal  supply  of  10  or  12 
days  at  a  speed  of  15  knots.  The  commer- 
cial ships  of  England  (the  best  of  them) 
have  done  that ;  and  their  French  competi- 
tors have  nearlj',  if  not  quite,  equaled  them. 
Of  course,  in  the  event  of  hostiUties  between 
ourselves  and  other  powers,  it  would  be  pos- 
sible for  the  CrOAt  •  uiuut  to  purchase  a 
whole  fleet  of  the  fa^le^t  and  largest  coal- 
carriers  among  the  spleudid  merchant  ships 
belonging  to  these  companies ;  and  as  very 
unimportant  alterations  and  additions  would 
suffice  to  convert  such  uhips  into  cruisers 
for  the  protection  of  c  jmmerce,  only  against 
such  armed  merchant  ships  as  could  be  pur- 
chased and  fitted  out  by  foreign  powers  for 
the  destruction  of  commerce,  we  may  find, 
}fy  a  hacrihce  of  a  part  of  our  merchant 
shipping,  protection  for  the  remainder. 
The  example  given  us  by  Eussia  in  1878 
may  show  us  how  to  deal  a  counter-stroke 
to  the  well-defined  task  which  others  have 
set  themselves — "the  destruction  of  our 
commerce."  It  has  been  much  debated 
whether  the  whole,  or  at  any  mtc  a  large 
part,  of  our  most  valuable  unarmed  steam- 
ships might  not  be  made  self  protecting, 
and  the  Whitehead  torpedo  certainly  offers 
to  a  swift  steamship  extraordinary  facilities 
for  defense.  What  has  been  done  in  this 
direction  has  met  with  much  opposition  A 
strong  opinion  has  been  pronounced  against 
incurring  the  losses  aud  accepting  the  com- 
mercial impediments  of  such  a  system,  and 
protection  by  the  Royal  Navy— aud  ade- 
quate protection — instead,  has  been  warmly 
advocated.  Both  systems  or  methodri  must 
be  seriously  and  vigorously  employed  ;  and 
when  all  is  done,  slow  steamers  and  sailing- 
ships,  in  which  is  still  found  a  large,  though 
decreasing,  percentage  of  our  trade,  will 
even  then  be  in  a  most  hazardous  aud  inse- 
cure position. — t^ir  Robert  S.  Spencer,  in 
Nineteenth  Century. 


DOGS  ON  ERRANDS  OF  ilILUCV. 

The  suggestion  of  tho  "  Wchr  Zcituug  " 
is  that  a  race  of  dogs  be  attached  to  armies 
in  their  campaigns,  or  at  least  to  the  corps 
of  an  ambulance  service  attending  upon 
them,  and  that  after  cverj'  battle  the  dogs 
in  question  should  be  sent  forth  to  range 
over  the  field  of  battle  in  search  of  those 
wretched  wounded  soldiers  who  have  not 
been  killed  outright,  but  who  have  hidden 
themselves  in  some  refuge,  and,  after  figur- 
ing in  the  list  of  "  missing  men,"  too  often 
perish  miserably  before  any  rcHef  can  find 
them  out.  It  seems  that  the  idea  of  eiu- 
ployiug  dogs  iu  this  v.ay  is  by  no  means  a 
new  (•c,  but  was  brought  forward  two 
years  ago  at  Dresden,  where  some  dogs 
qualified  for  tho  puri>osc  were  nhown  in  an 
exhibition.  Since  that  time  oxpcrimeuts 
have  l)eeu  made  by  means  of  crossing  tho 
St.  Bernard  with  other  races  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  the  most  suitable  breed,  and  a 
very  satisfactory  result  is  said  io  have  been 
arrived  at  by  the  German  fanciers.  The 
preciiir,  mode  of  employing  the  unimuLs  ou 
their  beneficent  mission  is  described  iu  the 
Vienna  paper,  which  explains  that  the  dog 
if  furnished  with  a  leather  collar  aud  plate, 
having  marked  upon  it  hi^  number  and  tho 
division  of  the  army  to  which  he  is  attached 
and  the  Gcne>  a  crobs.  To  this  collar  is  sus- 
pended a  long  leather  bag,  containing  a  pen- 
cil aud  slip  of  paper,  and  even  a  little  lan- 
tern, in  case  of  his  being  sent  out  at  night. 
The  wounded  man,  upon  being  found,  opens 
the  bag  aud  writes  his  name,  if  he  can,  u])on 
the  paper,  together  with  the  nature  of  his 
injuries,  aud  on  the  return  of  the  animal  to 
the  ambulance,  assistance  is  sent  under  its 
guidance  to  the  spot  where  the  sufferer  is 
concealed.

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It  is  next  to  impossible,  if  a  sovereign,  or 
a  President,  or  an  imperial  ChanceUor,  goes 
obroad   at   aD,  to   stop  a  man  hke  Hodel 
or  Otaro  from  stationing  himself  somewhere 
en  route,  and  taking  a  shot  at  his  adversary 
the  instant  he  appears.     No  watchfulness, 
no  guardianship,  nothing,  indeed,  but  seclu- 
sion, will  prevent  that ;  but  the  use  of  ma- 
chinery may  be  prevented.     Tho   men  who 
makes  the  machines  may  give  warning,  and 
CO  may  those   who  see  them  being  used, 
yhile  their  possession  may  in  most  case<  be 
rendered    illegal    under     heavy    penalties. 
We  should  certainly  make  the   manufacture 
of  a  "  Thomas  "  appai-atus  a  crime  through- 
out Europe.     In  most  countries,   the  laying 
of  trains  such  as  blew  up  the  Czar's  train 
end  the  Winter  Palace  would  be  noticed  and 
'eported  on ;  while  so  many  must  know  the 
secret  that,   as  happened  in  both  these  in- 
stances, wamiugo  may  be   forwarded  to  the 
Intended  victim.     Besides,    a  great  deal  of 
brain  is  required  of  the  assassin,  at  a  mo- 
ment  when  his  self-command  is  affected. 
He  must  be  of  the  cList>  which  can  manage 
ucientific  instruments — that  is,  must  more  or 
less  reahzc  what  he  is  doing — yet  must  ad- 
just cverj'tliing,  while  momeutarily  risking  a 
disgraceful  death,  with  the  coolness  and  the 
calculating    skill  of  a  mathematician.     Ho 
has  not  to  fire   a   shot   with   a  pistol,  or  to 
make  a  spring  with  hib  knife,    but  to  spend 
hours  or  days  or   weeks  in  preparation,    to 
calculate  inches  of  distance  aud   seconds  of 
time  ;  and  all  the  while   to  organize  an  es- 
cape which,    if  he  uses  such  means,  ho  is 
sure   not  to   forego.     He  can  escape,  from 
the  very  method  of  his  crime,    and  he  will 
trj'  to  do  it.     A  man   iu  the  |K)sition  of 
Hodel  or  Otero  gives  himself  up  all  through. 
He    knows    perfectly    well  that  within    so 
many  seconds  of  his  shot  being  fired  he  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  a  crowd  mad  for  his  life 
— a  frightful  position  in  itself —and  no  more 
thinks  of  escape  than  a  soldier  in  a  forlorn 
hope  or  a  sailor  when  the  shells  come  thick. 
Elithor  may  sun'ive,    but  dodging  will  not 
help  either.     The  man,  on  the  other  hand, 
who  explodes  a  box  of  dynamite  or  a  barrel 
of  gunpowder  through  a  long  train   of  pow- 
der or  by  an  electric  wire,  is  necessarily  at  a 
distance,    necessiuily  alone  or    with    com- 
rades, and  necessarily  able  to  escape,   or  at 
least  to  make   a  bolt   for  it.     Accordingly, 
having   the  chance,    he  is    carcfid  of   the 
chance,   and    that    consideration,    together 
with  the  fact  that  he  is  shaken,    as  he  must 
be  shaken,  by  the  approaching  death   of  in- 
nocent persons — innocent,  that   is,    even  iu 
his  own  perverted  view— and  with  the  other 
fact  that  his  enemy  is  invisible,  all  combine 
to  destroy  thovooluess  necessary  to  success. 
The  torpedo  cxj)lodes  at  the  wrong  moment, 
aud  though  it  [troduces  more  effect  on  Eu- 
rope than  a  knife  or  a  bullet  woidd,    it  has 
not  produced  it  ou  the  body  of  the  intended 
victim.     The  misery  of  tho  Kings  is  fright- 
fully enhanced  by  the  use  of  scientific  ap- 
phauccs,  because  they  render   i)recaution  of 
so  little  avail,  and,  as  it  were,  make  the  dan- 
ger  pcq>etually  present:  but,    we   suKi>ect, 
the  actual  danger  is  not.     The  resiUt  to  the 
world  may  be  even   worse,    because   power 
exercised  imder  such  conditions  of  fear  or 
rage  is  sure  to  be   badly  exercised .  but  wc 
arc  not  discussing  that,   but   the   actual  risk 
r»f  life  in  an  actuary's  sense.  We  should  say 
that  though  it  had  increased,  perhaps  dread- 
fully  increased,   from  the  increase   in  tho 
number  of  potential  assasMius,    it  had  de- 
creased from  the  resort  to  scientific  methods 
of  atsassinatiou.     Neither  bomb  nor    dyna- 
mite-box is  as  certain  as  the  pistol.  —  Tlie 
SpecUjixtr.

The  real  Simon  Pme,  ou  the* 
other  hand,  calmly  went  on  minding  his 
sheep,  presenting  u  rather  iucongrou-,  as- 
pect, with  the  sword  hanging  by  his  side 
and  the  crook  in  liis  hand. 

What  might  have  been  uaturdlly  expected 
to  happen  actually  occurred.  .\  patrol  came 
across  the  unlucky  Khcphord,  uud  asked  him 
for  explanations  about  his  costume,  and.

Eggs  of  various  kinds,  says  ' '  Cassell's 
Domestic  Dictionary,"  are  largely  used  as 
food  for  man,  and  it  is  scarcely  possible  to 
exaggerate  their  value  in  this  capacity,  so 
simple  and  convenient  are  they  in  form,  and 
so  manifold  may  be  their  transformations. 
They  are  exceeduigly  deUcious,  highly  nu- 
tritious and  easy  of  digestion,  and  when  the 
shell  is  included  they  may  be  said  to  con- 
tain in  themselves  all  that  is  required  for  tho 
construction  of  the  body.  It  has  been 
claimed  for  them  that  they  may  be  hcrvcd 
in  about  six  hundred  ways,  although  it  is 
generally  foimd  that  tho  more  simply  they 
are  prepared  the  more  they  are  approved. 
Although  other  eggs  than  those  of  birds  aro 
eaten— for  instance,  turtles'  eggs— it  is  gen- 
erally agreed  that  the  eggs  of  the  common 
fowl  and  of  the  plover  possess  the  richest 
aud  sweetest  flavor.  The  eggs  of  ducks  aud 
geese  arc  fre<picutly  used  in  cookery,  but 
they  aro  of  too  coarse  a  nature  to  be  eaten 
alone.  The  eggs  of  the  turkey  aud  of  the 
pca-hcn  are  highly  esteemed  for  some  pur- 

IX)SCS. 

The  weight  of  the  ordinary  new-laid  hen's 
egg  is  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  and  a  half 
ounces  avoirdupois,  and  the  quantity  of  drj- 
sohd  matter  contained  in  it  amounts  to 
about  two  hundred  grains.  In  one  hundred 
parts,  about  ten  parts  consist  of  shell,  sixty 
of  white  and  thirty  of  yollc  The  white  of 
the  egg  contains  a  larger  proportion  of 
water  than  the  yolk.  It  contains  no  fatty 
matter,  but  consists  chiefly  of  albumen  in  a 
dissolved  state.  All  the  fatty  matter  of  the 
egg  is  accunuUated  in  tho  yolk,  which  con- 
tains relatively  a  smaller  proportion  of  the 
nitrogenous  matter,  aud  a  kirgor  proportion 
of  solid  matter  than  the  white.  Therefore, 
in  an  alimentary  point  of  view,  the  white 
and  the  yolk  differ  considerably  from  each 
other,  the  former  being  mainly  a  simple  so- 
lutiou  of  albumen,  the  latter  being  a  solu- 
tion of  a  modified  form  of  albumen,  to- 
gether with  a  quantity  of  fat.  *  *  *  liaw 
and  Ughtly-boiled  eggs  aro  easy  of  digestion. 
It  is  said  that  raw  eggs  aro  more  easily  di- 
gested than  cooked  ones ;  but  this  may  be 
doubted  if  the  egg  is  not  overcooked.  A 
hard-boiled  egg  presents  a  decided  resist- 
ance to  gastric  solution,  and  has  a  constipa- 
tory  action  on  the  bowels.

A  citizen  in  the  northern  suburbs,  whose 
telephone  is  on  a  circuit  with  seveml  others, 
independent  of  the  Central  Office,  was 
about  two  weeks  learning  that  all  loud  con- 
versation anywhere  near  tlie  iu-strument 
could  be  heard  by  any  one  listening  at  the 
tube  :  but  he  did  learn  it,  and  it  developed 
his  bump  of  catitiftn.  'The  ■ftth«»r  mght, 
after  parties  on  the  line  had  caught  the 
words,  "  I'm  l>oss  of  this  house-  don't  sass 
me— 1  won't  do  it — who  cares — I  Fay  yon 
did  1  "  a  bland  voice  came  over  the  line, 
saying  :  "If  any  of  you  have  been  hsten- 
ing,  let  me  explain  that  my  dear  wife  and 
myself  are  practicing  our  parts  in  a  play  by 
amateurs ! " 


«rUH7H  WOIE  NOT  THdl'C;HT 
WORTH  TlIJi  PHINTINO. 

All  the  world  knows  the  history  of  "  .lane 
Eyre ;  "  how  it  was  written  in  the  gray  old 
parsonage  under  the  Yorkshire  hMLs ;  how 
the  rough  notes,  sketched  ha.stily  in  pencil, 
were  transcribed  in  a  neat  hand  as  legible  as 
print,  and  how  the  manascript,  in  its  brown 
paper  wrapper,  was  sent  off  from  the  small 
Btation-housc  atKeighley  to  a  publisher,  only 
to  find  its  way  back  again,  "Returned  with 
thanks,"  till  the  packet,  scored  all  over  with 
pubhshers'  names,  and,  vsell-nigh  worn  out 
by  its  travels,  found  its  way  into  the  hands 
of  Messrs.  Smith  &,  Elder,  with  a  stamped 
envelope  inside  for  a  reply. 

This  storj- of  "' .Jane  Eyre  ■'  is,  with  au- 
thoi-ri  who  cannot  find  a  publisher,  one  of 
the  standing  sources  of  consolation,  and  it  is 
a  very  striking  instance  of  the  loose  way  in 
which  pubhshers'  readci"s  now  and  then  look 
through  manuscripts  that  find  their  way  into 
their  hands,  even  if  it  does  not  prove  that 
publishers,  like  women,  though  they  cant 
about  genius,  cannot  divine  its  existence  till 
all  the  world  point  with  the  hand  ;  for  Smith 
&  Elder's  reader  was  so  struck  with  the  tale 
that,  Scot  as  he  was,  he  sjit  up  half  of  the 
night  to  finish  it.  But  sounftillowaucc  ought 
to  be  made  even  for  the  readers,  for  it  must 
be  dull,  tedious  work  to  spell  out  the  plot  of 
a  storj-,  or  to  find  the  proofs  of  genius  in  a 
loose  pile  of  nianuscri])t,  which  you  cau  hard- 
ly perhaps  decipher  except  witli  a  gkss.  and 
perhaps  not  always  with  that. 

Francis  Jeffrey  knew  so  well  the  difficulty 
of  forming  an  opinion  upon  an  article  from 
reading  it  in  manuscript,  that  in  scnduig  his 
tirot  article  to  the  Edinburgh  Reticle,  after 
he  had  relinquished  the  editorship,  he  stipu- 
lated that  Mr.  Napier  should  not  attempt  to 
read  it  until  ho  could  read  it  in  type  ;  and 
the  editor  of  the  Suturday  Hecicir,  a  few 
years  ago,  used  to  have  every  article  that 
seemed  at  all  worth  publishing  set  up  in 
type  before  he  made  up  his  mind  whether 
to  accept  or  reject  it. 

Evcrjthing,  as  Charles  Lamb  used  to  bay, 
is  apt  to  read  so  raw  iu  manuscript.  It  is 
the  most  difficult  thing  in  the  world  to  know 
how  an  article  will  read  from  looking  at  it 
in  manuscript,  so  difficult  that  even  authors 
themselves,  men  of  long  and  varied  experi- 
ence, men  like  Moore  and  Macaiday,  could 
seldom  form  an  opinion  upon  their  own 
writings  until  they  saw  how  they  looked  iu 
print.  And  when  that  is  the  case  w  ith  the 
author,  how  nmst  it  be  with  the  pubhsher  or 
his  reader,  and  with  the  editor  of  a  publica- 
tion, who  has  to  make  up  his  mind  about 
the  merits  of  half  a  dozen  manuscripts  iu 
the  course  of  a  morning  I 

Yet,  after  all,  I  sus])ect  that  very  few  ar- 
ticles and  vei-y  few  lK)oks  that  are  worth 
printing  arc  lost  to  the  world,  for  the  com^ 
petition  among  imblishcrs  for  manuscripts  is 
only  one  degi-ee  loss  keen  than  the  coni]»e- 
tition  among  authoi-s  for  publishei-s,  and  an 
author  who  has  anything  worth  pri:4iiig  is 
seldoju  lonj^  without  a  publisher. 

I  happen  to  know  the  .secret  hisioiy  of  a 
book  which  has  long  since  taken  its  tank 
among  the  classics  of  English  literataie— 1 
mean  ""Eothcn."  It  was  written  year,  and 
years  before  it  wa;  published  ;  written  with 
care  aud  thought:  revised  in  the  lionest 
spirit  of  critieisiM,  aud  kept  under  lock  and 
key  for  a  long  time.  It  is  a  book  which,  as 
far  as  workmanshi}*  goes,  oxenq>lilied  in  a 
very  striking  form  Sheu-stonti's  rule  for 
good  writing,  ""Spontaneoxis  though!,  la- 
bored e\[>rcssion,"  and  tliere  are  few  bo(vks 
of  travel  which  equally  alKumd  inadxenture. 
incident,  skctdies  of  character  and  ]>orsonal 
romaucc.  It  is,  as  Lockhart  well  -^aid,  an 
English  classic. 

But  when  Alexander  Kinglake  oifored  it  to 
Ihe  pubhshers,  they  refused  it  ojie  and  all, 
refused  it  upon  auy  terms,  and  the  author  at 
last,  out  of  conceit  with  his  manuscript  and 
perhaps  with  himself,  walked  into  a  book, 
seller's  shop  in  Pall  Mall,  explained  the  ad- 
ventures of  the  maimscript,  and  made  it  a 
present  to  the  publisher  if  he  thought  it 
worth  the  printing.  The  first  edition  lin- 
gered a  little  on  his  hands,  till  a  notice  iu 
Quarttrlij  litrixir,  from  the  pen  of  Lock- 
hart,  called  attention  to  it,  and  the  pi-inter's 
difficulty  after  that  was  to  keep  pace  with 
the  demand.  I  hope  I  am  not  violating  auy 
adding   that   the   imblisher,

a  horseshoe.    His  name  was   Conrad 
Oerst    Ho  was  a  German,  with  httle 
education,  but  was  considerable  of  a 
knave.    He  professed  to  be  oble  to  work 
wonders,  and  was  believed  by  many 
people  to  possess  certain  powerful  con- 
jecturing powers.     Oerst  was  a  shoe- 
maker,   and  very    poor,   for    he   was 
too   lazy  to  work,  and  had   a  large 
family  of    diildren.     He    could  heal 
the  sick,  recover  stolen  articles,  cure 
diseased  cattle,find  undergroimd  streams 
of  runm'ng  water,  make  the  butter  come 
for   the  dairy  women  and  drive    off 
witches.    A  woman  churned  all  day  over 
a  churning  of  cream,  but  the  butter 
would  not  come.    She  sent  for  Oerst. 
He  told  her  to  get  an  old  horseshoe, 
heat  it  red  hot  and  oast  it  in  the  chum. 
Then,  after  cleansing  the  chum  with 
boiling  water,  he  guaranteed  that  the 
butter  would  come  at  the  next  effort. 
And  more  :  If  the  woman  wotdd  inquire 
oarefully  among  her  neighbors  she  would 
discover   that  some  one -of   them  (an 
enemy)  would  have  a  severe  bum  on 
some  part  of  her  body.     There  were 
plenty  of  people  who  believed  hi  this. 
Another  case :    A  widow  lady  living  two 
miles  from  Gterst  hod  a  sum  of  money 
stolen  from  her.    Instead  of  giving  the 
matter  into  the  hands  of  the  authorities 
she  sent  for  Oerst    He  inquhred  into 
the  ofiair,  and,  after  performmg  a  num- 
ber of  incantations  T»ith  a  stick  that  he 
carried,  and  placing  liis  horse-shoe  in 
the  fire  and  cooling  it  in  tho  spring,  he 
announced  confidently  that  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  second  day  thereafter  the 
money  would  be  found  at  a  certain  pla<je. 
This  conclusion  of  the   conjurer  was 
widely  circulated,  and,  on  the  morning 
indicated,  quite  a  number  of  people  as- 
sembled at  the  widow's  house  to  see  the 
prediction  verified.     Tho   money  was 
found  at  the  place  indicated.    The  solu- 
tion was  that  the  thief,  whoever  he  was, 
believed  m  6kTst's  pretended  power,  and 
returned  the  money  out  of  fear.    The 
superstition  that  imputes  such  virtues  to 
the  horse-shoe  gave  birth  to  the  prevail- 
ing idea  that  mokes  it  the  emblem,  of 
good  luck.

This 
fact,  however,  con  bj  no  means  entitle 
liim  to  the  qualification  of  chief  of  the 
Bonaparte  family.  •  •  The  Cardinal, "  he 
Kays,  "is  the  only  chief  of  my  family, 
and  all  its  other  members  can  only  suc- 
ceed to  him  in  this  qualification  in  the 
following  and  in  no  other  order:  1. 
A^apoleon,  commonly  called  Napoleon 
Charlee,  brother  of  the  Cardinal;  2. 
Louis  Lucien,  brother  of  Napoleon  L; 
&.  Pierre  Napoleon,  his  youngest  brother; 
i.  Jerome,  son  of  Jerome,  eldest  son  of 
Jerome,  the  youngest  brother  of  Na- 
poleon.. I. ;  6.  Jerome,  his  son ;  6. 
(.Tiarlee,  uncle  of  the  last ;  7.  Napoleon 
Jerome,  the  only  living  son  of  the  first 
Jerome ;  8.  Victor,  his  eldest  son ;  9.

JSi  a  long  artujle  on  the  history  and 
manufacture  of  postal  cards,  the  Now 
York    Sunday  N^wa.    says    that  the 
Ameican  Phototype  Company— to  whom 
the  contract  for  making  tibe  postal  cards 
of  the  tTnited  States  was  awarded  in 
1877— earned  on  business  in  New  York 
for  two  years :  but,  to  save  the  expense 
and  risk  att^iding  the  transportation  of 
paper  from  the  mill  at  Hdyoke,  Mass., 
the  bushiess  was  removed  thither  in  the 
spring  of  1879,  a  new  bulldfag  being 
erected  for  its   accommodation.     The 
main  portion  of  tho  building  is  divided 
by  a  partition  through  the  middle.  One 
side  is  used  by  the  contractors  for  manu- 
facturing cards,  and  the  other  side  by 
the  Special  Agent  of  the  Post  Oflico  and 
his  Bubordinates,  m  the  transaction  of 
Government  business  pertaining  to  mak- 
ing up  of  oidera,  and  forwarding  cards 
to  the  various  postoffices  ordering  them. 
No  business,  of  whatever  nature,  is  trans- 
acted with  more  systematic  precision 
than  is  maintained  hi  both  departments 
of  the  postal-card   agenc^-. 

On  entering  tho  contractor's  side,  tho 
first  thing  noticed  is  iha  largo  piles  of 
p^>er,  which  are  delivered  to  the  con- 
tractors by  tho  Parsons  Paper  Company 
in  loads  of  3,000  sheets  each.     The 
works  consume  on  the  average  about 
three  tons  daily  at  present.    The  pro- 
cess of  manufacturing  cards  is  neither 
lengthy  nor  complicated,  but  it  is  at 
once  so  novel  and  interesting  that  a  brief 
description  is  vrell  worth  rodtal.     The 
sheets  arc  about  thirty  by  twenty-two 
inches  in  size,  and  are  just  fitted  by  the 
plates  from  which  the  cards  are  printed, 
each  plate  covering  forty  cards,  four  in 
width  and  ten  in  length.     Tlie  printing 
ia  done  on  two  Hoe  super-royal  presses 
by  skillful  p-essmen,  and  as  each  sheet 
pajsaes  into   the  press  the  number  of 
cards  is  unerringly  recorded  by  regiatcrs 
attached  to  the  presses,  and  which  are 
carefully  locked  every  night  to  prevent 
any  tampering.    The  sheets  are  then 
piled  up  and  allowed  to  dry  in  order 
that  they  may  not  be  damaged  by  future 
handling.    Incident  to  tJie  rapidity  with 
which  the  work  is  performed,  now  and 
then  a  sheet  is  misprinted,  but  this  oc- 
curs only  rarely,  the  munber  of  cards 
spoiled  in  this  way  being  not  over  one- 
tenth  of  1  per  cent,  or  one  in  1,000  on 
tho  average. 

After  drying  thoroughly,  tho  sheets 
are  then  passed  through  a  rotary  shtter, 
a  machine  fitted  with  circular  knives, 
which  cuts  them  into  strips  of  ten  cards 
each,  and  trims  the  edge  of  the  outside 
strip.  The  strips  are  then  passecl  trans- 
versely through  the  rotary  cross  cutters, 
the  mechanism  of  which  is  similar  to  tho 
• '  slitters. ' '  The  cross  cutters  divide  the 
strips  into  the  single  cards,  which  drop 
into  a  rotary  hopper  containing  ten  com- 
partments. As  soon  as  each  com^wiri- 
ment  has  received  twenty-five  cards,  the 
hopper  revolves  and  throws  the  cards  out 
upon  a  tabic.  A  number  of  girls  then 
take  them,  and,  after  throwing  aside  all 
damaged  oanls,  bind  the  perfect  ones 
iato  packs  of  twenty-five  each.  Other 
girls  then  take  tho  packs,  and  after  re- 
counting them,  put  them  in  pasYbboard 
boxes  containing  twentv  packs  or  500 
cards  each.  The  boxes  arc  made  entire- 
ly of  one  piece  of  pasteboard,  without

Have  ready  a  deep  dish,  lay  some  of  the 
potatoes  at  the  bottom,  then  a  layer  of 
beef,  and  so  on  till  the  dish  is  filled.

Milk-Tbast  Bread. —Take  one  cup- 
ful of  milk,  add  hot  water  to  warm  the 
milk,  mix  sifted  flour  to  make  r  thin 
sponge ;  let  stand  over  night  in  a  worm 
plaoe ;  in  the  morning  add  one-half  cup- 
ful butter,  and  flour  to  sufficiently  stif- 
fen for  bread,  kneading  tnoioughly;  fill 
pans  half  foil,  and  in  a  warm  place  al- 
low the  hjares  to  rise  to  the  top  of  the 
pans;  bake  in  q  steady  cron,  not  too  hot. 
one  hour.

So  rapidly  has  the  jiopular  donuind 
for  postal  cards  increased  that  the  works 
have  lately  been  run  night  and  day,  cm- 
ploying  in  all  nearly  fifty  hands,  and 
producing  nearly  a  miUion  cards  per 
day  on  an  avei-age.  The  Government 
portion  of  the  works  is  no  letA  inter- 
esting than  the  othei-.  Here  the  busi- 
ness is  carried  on  in  a  manner  similar  to 
that  in  general  postoffices  in  larg<e  cities. 
Every  poetoffice  in  the  conn  try  requiring 
postal  cards  sends  in  its  order,  together 
with  a  requisition  for  other  supplies,  l-i 
the  office  of  the  Third  Assistant  Post- 
master General  at  Washington.  There 
the  orders  are  separated,  and  all  the  or- 
ders for  postal  cards  are  made  up  in  on« 
general  order  to  the  agency  at  Holyoke, 
the  names  of  ordering  pobtofficee  being 
put  down  alphabetically,  in  <nrder  is  sent 
every  day,  and  often  iacludcs  the  orders 
of  several  hundred  postoffices,  and  re- 
quinng  all  tho  way  from  a  few  hundred 
thousand  to  two,  three,  and  even  four 
million  c»rds  to  fill  it  During  tho  first 
month  in  each  quarter  the  ordtrt  aver- 
age much  larger  than  at  other  times,  for, 
as  a  rule,  a  large  number  of  offioos  order 
supplies  in  those  months  to  last  for  the 
quarter.  As  an  example  of  this,  there 
were  ordered  durmg  the  moKh  of  Jan- 
nary  kst  36,488,600  domestic  cards, 
while  16,582,000  filUsd  tbe  oixlers  for 
Februarv. 

A  large  portion  of  all  the  cards  made 
are  oaed  in  the  J^tern  and  Middle 
Statea.  New  York  city  alone  uses  about 
10  per  cent  of  thf  entire  production. 
Chicago  stands  next  to  New  York,  using 
more  than  Boston.  The  Southern  States 
take  bat  few  oardf.

An  appetizing  repast  does  not  necea- 
sarily  depend  upon  expensive  viands;

I  can  imagine  a  young 
couple  with  a  very  limited  iuconic  enter- 
taining two  or  three  friends  most  pleas- 
antly, if  only  tlio  hostess  and  her  cook — 
perhaps    her    maid-of-all-work— would 
take  counsel  together  and  market  wise- 
ly,  arid  then    devise  and  carry  out  a 
dfdnty.  menu  consisting  of  soup,  fish, 
meat  and  pastry.    Excellent  soup  can  be 
made  from  ox-cheek,  and   the.  tender 
meat  eaten  aften*  ard  with  haricot  beans 
and  gi*avy— a  toothsome  disk    I  think 
one  reason  of  the  coarso.'^unsatisfactory 
dinners  we  often    see    in   middle-class 
houses  is  the  false  notion  that  "  made 
dishes,"  as  they  are  colled,  are  expen- 
sive, and  that  the  most  economical  food 
is  "good  plain  roast  and  boiled."    This 
is  quite  a  mistake,  and  either  arises  from 
or  leads  to  an  amount  of  careless  lazi- 
uess  in  our  kitchens  that  is  unknown  in 
the   humblest    French    establishment, 
where  the  first  business  of  the  day  is  to 
go  to  market  to  choose  suitable  materi- 
als for  the  day's  consumption,  and  not 
to  shirk  all  reqponsibiltty  by  ordering  a

If  there  comes  a  good 
heavy  rain  fresh  after  sowlag,  so  as  to 
pack  the  ground  and  keep  the  air  from 
the  grain,  there  will  be  no  smut. — C.  M.

Rich  turf  cut  into  pleoea  four  inches 
square  and  turned  upside  down  furnish 
a  first-rate  medium  for  stiirting  Lima 
beans,  squash,  melon,  and  cucumber 
seed.  I  put  them  in  a  sunny  place 
during  the  day,  and  at  night  cover  them 
if  it  is  at  all  cold.  I  have  £;ained  a  fort* 
night's  time  by  this  plan.— 71  J.  S., 
Gloucester  county,  N.  J. 

Ok£  of  the  essential  thin;;s  in  growing 
branching  com  is  to  put  one  grain  in  a 
hill  and  let  all  the  branches  grow.  I 
think  the  reason  so  many  hive  failed  in 
its  ctiltivation  is  because  they  plant 
three  or  four  grains  in  a  liill,  as  other 
com,  and  the  consequence  is  it  cannot 
grow  nor  branch  as  it  would  with  only 
one  grain.— (r.  TTo//,  Montgomery 
county.  Fa. 

James  Miebs,  Elkhart,  Ind.,  had  u 
colt  foaled  last  week  which  now  stands 
fifteen  and  one-haJf  hands  Ligh.  "When 
it  is  raised  up  its  head  roaches  over  the 
dam's  back.  It  has  to  be  t'ed  by  hand, 
owing  to  its  inability  to  stoop  to  the  ma- 
ternal fount.  The  dam  is  a  common  an- 
imal, about  10  years  old.  The  colt  has 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention.  The 
body  is  well  proportioned,  'vith  a  couple 
of  exceptions. 

A  coEEESPONDENT  of  ^ie  Country 
Gentleman  has  had  most  g:."atifying  suc- 
ceed in  raising  calves  on  a  mixture  con- 
sisting of  50  potmds  of  com  meal,  60 
pounds  of  middlings,  26  pounds  to  the 
bushel,  and  6  jwunds  of  sugai-,  well 
mixed.  Of  tliis  mixtiue  8  pounds  were 
given  daily  to  the  two — 1}  jwunds  at 
each  meal,  mixed  with  a  half  bucket  of 
boiling  water,  and  the  buclrct  filled  with 
skimmed  milk.  The  calv  :s  were  taken 
fi-om  the  cows  as  soon  as  di'opped. 

Cattle  grazing  at  the  outskirts  of 
woods,  among  brushes  and  ehrabbery, 
and  near  old  hedges  are  lia'ble  to  bo  cov- 
ered with  ticks.  Bi-UHhirg  the  cattle 
over  once  a  week  with  a  mixture  of  one 
part  of  kerosene  and  two  parts  of  lai\l 
oil  will  protect  them  froni  the  attacks 
of  this  vermin,  "When  tiois  are  found 
on  cattle  in  considerable  numbers,  they 
should  not  be  removed  by  force,  because 
in  that  case  the  head  will  remain  imbed- 
ded in  the  hide  of  the  aniu:.al,  and,  when 
in  largo  numbers,  will  be  apt  to  cause 
cousiderable  irritation  and  inflammation 
of  the  skin.  By  applying  a  light  coat 
of  lard  oil  or  a  littlo  benzine,  by  means 
of  a  brush,  to  the  body  of  \.h*i  ticks, 
they  generally  withdraw  their  lieads  and 
let  go  theii'  hold  on  the  hide. 

How  TO  Bud  a  Grwevjxe. — Select  a 
good  shoot  or  cutting  about  throe  inches 
long  which  has  a  plump,  AvcU-devcloped 
bud  on  it,  and  cut  away  lengthwise 
nearly  half  the  wood  opposite  the  bud 
and  the  enth'c  length  of  the  cutting,  be- 
uig  careful  not  lo  remove  the  pith  at  the 
woodv  base  of  tlie  bud.  Then,  with  a 
sharp  knife  cut  the  ends  of  the  cutting 
even  and  smooth,  and  as  ihus  prepared 
lay  the  bud  on  the  stem  of  the  vine 
where  it  is  to  be  budded  iind  mai-k  out 
the  exact  size  and  conformation  of  the 
cutting ;  cut  out  the  wo<xl  so  marked 
and  make  the  cutting  fit  close,  especially 
at  the  ends,  A  perfect  At  is  desirable. 
Wlien  this  is  done,  prej.s  the  bud  in 
place,  tie  it  firmly,  and  cover  with  wax. 
As  soon  as  the  bud  has  formed  one  leaf 
cut  away  the  vine  beyond  it, — Prairie 
Farmer. 

^H.iY  FOB  Hogs. — Few  men  are  awaro 
of  tlio  factihat  hay  is  vci^  beneficial  to 
hogs,  but  it  is  true  neverthclef^s.     Hogs 
need  rough  food  as  well  as  horses,  cattle 
or  the  human  race.    To  prepare  it  you 
.should  have  a  cutting-box  or  hay-cutter, 
and  the  gieencr  the  hay  the  better.   Cut 
the  hay  as  short  as  oats,  or  shorter,  and 
mix  Arith  bran  shorts  or  middhngs,  and 
feed  as  other  food.    Hog*  Hoon  leam  to 
hks  it,  and,  if  soaked  in  swill  as  other 
slop  food,  it  is  highly  relished  by  them, 
lin  t\int€r  use  for  the  hog:8  the  same  hay 
yo.1  feed  to  your  horse  s  and  you  will 
flu;l  that,  while  it  saves  bran,  shorts  or 
other  food,  it  puts  on  flesh  as  rapidly  as 
anything  that  can  be  giien  them.     The 
use  of  hay  can  be  commenced  as  early  as 
the  grass  will  do  to  cut,  and  when  run 
through  the  cutting-box  can  be  used  to 
advantage  by  simply  soaking  in  fresh 
water  imtil  it  sours.— jVc!/ra5A:a  Farmer.
